The task t'orce conclude*) the housing 


shortage, particularly fhe lack of homes 
for low and moderate-income fn nilies, is 
a regional problem and that if it is to be 
solved it must be done on a regional 
basis. 


"Mousing needs, particularly as they 


relate to an inadequate supply of lower 
priced units, cannot be isolated to Elk 
Grove Village," the report states. 


"We feel that effective long-range solu- 


tion will have to be planned and executed 
on a regional level — to include our 
neighboring communities and the town- 


ships involved who have jurisdiction over 
unincorporated areas. 


"A COMPREHENSIVE approach is 


needed. Plans must be initiated, sup- 
ported and funded by the local govern- 
ments." 


The task force said Elk Grove Village's 


share of a survey would be about $10,000, 
with other governmental bodies contrib- 
uting. 


The task force, a group of 14 residents, 


reached its conclusions after more than 
two months of private meetings. It was 
formed in the wake of a housing con- 
troversy arising from the evictions of 
several Mexican-American families and 
the death of three children in a fire Nov. 
29 in Elk Grove Township. 


THE IMMEDIATE purpose of the task 


force was to find permanent homes for 
17 families in need of housing. In addi- 


tion, it was to develop a program of 
housing for senior citizens, young citi- 
zens, and moderate, middle, and upper- 
income citizens. 


Placement of the 17 families was a dif- 


ficult task, reports the task force, "and 
most frustrating without any government 
appropriated funds whatever. 


"Some progress has been made; nev- 


ertheless, housing problems still confront 
many of these families." 


Of the 17 families, three are still in 


need of housing. Two of the families are 
living in churches and another is living 
in a substandard dwelling. 


THE TASK FORCE said six families 


have sought independent solutions, six 
have been relocated in temporary hous- 
ing, and two have found permanent hous- 
ing elsewhere. 


The families living in temporary hous- 


ing are those residing in three houses do- 
nated by an Arlington Heights developer, 
at Golf and Arlington Heights ro*ds, and 
in homes made available by the county 
Forest Preserve District. 


Mobile homes seem to be the solution 


for the two families living in churches 
and the one living in a substandard 
dwelling. However, the task force points 
out that owners of trailer parks are re- 
luctant to rent space to them. 


"PROGRESS HAS BEEN slow, but 


there have been accomplishments. We 
have painfully learned that our area is 
greatly handicapped in not having decent 
housing opportunities for moderate and 
low income families whose presence here 
can enrich our general community," the 
report states. 


Looking at the long-range need for 


housing, the task force reported: 


"Our concerns here in Elk Grove Vil- 


lage only reflect a dilemma which is na- 
tional in scope. Housing needs, as they 
relate to moderate and middle income 
units, cannot be isolated to our commu- 
nity. In reality, housing is just one as- 
pect of age-old, deep-seated social prob- 
lems that require many solutions, hu- 
mane consideration and concern for all 
people without regard to nationality 
race, religious preference, or economic 
status is a very worthwhile goal of such 
endeavors. 


Recommending the survey, the task 


force said it would have to be conducted 
by competent professionals. 


"This survey would establish the pre- 


sent and future housing needs, as well as 
desires, of this community." 


Anti-Substandard 
Resolution OKd 


A resolution asking surrounding com- 


munities to make certain that migrant 
workers are not exposed to the hazards 
of substandard housing was approved l>y 
the Elk Grove Village Board Tuesday. 


"No one should be permitted to 'inhabit 


any dwelling or trailer which does not 
comply with the minimum zoning and 
building codes for the area," the resolu- 
tion stntc>. 


Pa.-s.ipe rf the resolution was recom- 


mended to the board by the Elk Grove 
Village housing task force, formed last 
January following the eviction of several 
Mexican-American

The task force has been studying the

ing communities has passed and does en- 
force an open housing law with very 
little fanfare. We are happy to be part of 
a progressive community in which our 
representatives In local government are 
constantly striving to improve what is al- 
ready known as a showcase village." 


Roselle Road 
Detour Is Set 


Harper College students and other mo- 


torists who use Roselle Road between Al- 
gonquin and Palatine Roads will have to 
use alternate routes beginning Monday, 
April 27. 


The Cook County Highway Department 


will close the stretch of Roselle Road at 
that time to begin widening a 5.2 mile 
section of Roselle Road from Route 58 to 
Baldwin Road. The $339,863 project is ex- 
pected to keep Roselle Road closed to all 
but local traffic through autumn. 


Detours for through traffic have been 


established by the county. Motorists will 
be directed west from Roselle Road to 
Ela Road, about three-fourths of a mile 
west. 


Algonquin and Palatine Roads will not 


be affected by the Roselle Road shut- 
down so Harper students will be able to 
continue to approach the campus on Al- 
gonquin Road.

The group was quiet and small, but its 


concern was great. To them it was a 
matter of life ana death. 


It was the first meeting of the North- 


west Suburban Chapter of Zero Popu- 
lation Growth (ZPG), held in Prince of 
Peace Methodist Church, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


ZPG is a national political action or- 


ganbation whose purpose is to bring 
about population stability in the United 
States through educational and political 
means. 


Mrs. E. Maynard Seal of Elk Grove 


Village, who has traveled extensively ob- 
serving birth control programs and prob- 
lems, served as temporary coordinator. 


Although John S. Peters, head of the 


Elk Grove High School biology depart- 
ment was the main speaker, the purpose 
of the meeting was to become organized, 
increase membership, and begin activi- 
ties. 


APPROXIMATELY 25 teachers, stu- 


dents and parents from Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights, 
Roselle, Hoffman Estates, Rolling Mead- 
ows and Palatine united forces to coordi- 
nate activities. 


Most cf those present were already 


committed to the idea that all measures 
must be taken immediately to stem the 
tide of population growth. 


ZPG stresses that "no responsible fam- 


ily should have more than two children." 
It urges those who want more than two 
children to adopt the rest 


ZERO population Growth (ZPG) 
button. 


ZPG also advocates that all methods of 


birth control, including legalized abor- 
tion, should be freely available. 


President of the national ZPG organi- 


zation is Dr. Paul Erhlick, author of 
"The Population Bomb." 


Mrs. Beal explained that their chapter 


must write letters to target people in 
state legislatures, Congress and others. 


SHE ALSO ASKED that anyone in- 


formed on the population growth and pol- 
lution problems be sought to speak to or- 
ganizations. She added that anyone that 
knows of groups willing to have speakers 
should inform her and she will arrange 
for them. 


In discussing abortion and the group's 


efforts to have it legalized, she said, 


"We're for making it a medical problem, 
not a legal problem." 


She said, "We're against TV people 


who promote large families such as the 
Lennon Sisters and Brady Bunch." 


A petition to have abortion legalized 


was passed around, along with a petition 
to broadcasters requesting national air 
time for one week. The week's time 
would be devoted to the study of environ- 
mental problems.

No one on the train to Chicago seemed 


to notice. 


Not one dirty look from a daily com- 


muter or a hairy businessman; not one 
raised eyebrow or sneer from an over- 
dressed shopper. 


No one seemed to care about the 30 


members of the Northwest Suburban 
Peace Coalition ;NSPC) or their banners 
or their signs. 


Dick Mateja, head of the NSPC, three 


or four housewives and two dozen high 
school students sat on the train as the 
suburbs whizzed by. Mateja, pointing to 
the sticks supporting his peace signs, 
"Yardsticks for picket signs, courtesy of 
Montgomery Ward." 


Arriving in Chicago, NSPC members 


walked down Madison Street to the Civic 
Center and the Moratorium rally. At 
11:35 a.m. they stood quietly 
holding 


their blue and white banners and waiting 
for it to begin. The plaza was crowded 
but there was room to move- and you 
could see across Washington Street. 


Twenty-five minutes later you couldn't 


move and your vision was blocked by 
masses of long hair and brightly colored 
signs. 


Blue-helmeted policemen ringed the 


Civic Center as the lunch-time crowd 
swelled the numbers. Swarms of people 
had left their 9 to 5 enclosures for the 
spring air, a quick hamburger and a 
peace rally. 


The crowd was large but passive. 


Youthful but silent. There was no elec- 
tricity, no verve, no feeling of oneness. 
Just onlookers rather than participants. 


The first speaker said all the things 


that peace speakers are supposed to say 
at peace raUics. 


"We want to get out of this God damn 


war now. We're here to educate the pub- 
lic who have been misled by our govern- 
ment." 


Illinois Legislator Robert Mann, who 


recently introduced a bill that would pre- 
vent Illinois men from fighting in an un- 
declared war on foreign soil, received 
only mild applause. 


Sen. Charles Goodell, R-New York, got 


the first noticeable reaction from the au- 
dience and the NSPC member:.- when he 
said. "The South Vietnamese people are 
the silenced majority." 


"Do we go on destroying Vietnam or 


do we start rebuilding America." 


He received a thunderous ovation when 


he said, "It's time we told South Viet- 
nam . . . shape up or we're shipping 
out." 


But it took a comedian to really ignite 


the crowd. "The difference between me 
and a politician is that I admit that I'm a 
comedian," roared humorous Alan Sher- 
man. 


"I can't remember a politician getting 


killed in a war," Sherman said. 


Sporting a beard and long hair, he re- 


acted to the cries "Right on" by asking 


"What if they gave a war and everybody 
left?" 


"What if they put up a sign that said. 


"War canceled because of human sani- 
ty?' " 


He "killed" the crowd when he asked. 


"If Walter Cronkite interrupted tele- 
vision programs 13 times a day every- 
time one of our *x>ys was killed in South 
Vietnam, how much longer do you think 
the war would last?" 


Some; of the NSPC students protesting 


for students' rights, left the rally to 
march on the Board of Education. After 
Sherman spoke, the crowd appeared life- 
less as if the electric circuit had been 
turned off. 


Dick Mateja sadly said. "It seems that 


we're telling the same people the same 
story."

by chance, not by choice. I was sitting 
in botany class one afternoon, this was in 
19.19, and I just lost my football scholar- 
ship at Southern Illinois University be- 
cause 1 broke both my collar bones that 
fall. So. t left class and walked across 
the street to enlist." Holder explained. 


And even at the time, he didn't know 


his career in the Army was just around 
the corner. "I did my two with Uncle 
Sara, and I uas discharged on Nov. 30, 
1941. 
One week later the Japs bombed 


Pearl Harbor, and I uas back in the 
Army. They recalled me." 


HOLDKR STARTED out the war with 


the 505th Regiment of the 82nd Airborne 
Division, until he broke both his legs on a 
jump into Sicily. After his bones mended, 
he was shipped from Sicily to Europe, 
where he was seriously wounded during 
the Battle of the Bulge.' 


"That was eonugh combat for me, and 


I thought for sure the Army would ship 
me home. Instead, the Army made me a 
mess steward and shipped me to Metz, 
France, to join Patton's group," he ex- 
plained. 


When World War II ended, Master Sgt. 


Holder had already trekked from Mctz to 
Frankfurt. Germany, with Gen. George 
Patton. "When I left Frankfurt, I was on 
my way home. And that was the last 
time I saw Patton. who was killed about 
five weeks after I left. There arc a lot of 
stories about him. Some are true and 
some aren't. 


"1 NEVER HAD ANY run-ins with the 


general. He was not to be crossed by 
anyone, and we all knew it. He was 
straight. There were times he'd say 
something he hadn't thought about, and 
then there were times he'd think about 
it, but not say it," Holder explained. 


He was discharged in 1946, and in less 


than four years, he was back in the 
Army and once again not by choice. "I 
was recalled for duty in Korea, and this 
time I decided to stop fighting the sys- 
tem and put in enough time to be eligible 
for a service pension." 


And that's how it all happened by 


chance. Holder spent 14 months as a 
mess steward for Gen. Joe Stillwell and 
the 23rd Regiment of the 2nd Infantry 
Division in Korea. Holder was bounced 
back and forth between the States and 
every major conflict, including a 13- 
month tour of duty in Vietnam. 


"FORTUNATELY, MY combat experi- 


ences ended with World War II, and al- 
though I spent time in Korea and Viet- 
nam, 
I was assigned to food manage- 


ment teams. After Korea, most of my 
experience was gained in managing and 
operating clubs for the enlisted men, 
NCO's and the officers. And these are 
million-dollar operations on some bases, 
especially in Europe," he explained. 


Holder has chalked up about 20 years' 


experience in club management 
from 


cooking to organizing the entire oper- 
ation which included providing food, li- 
quor and entertainment. He's completed 
as well as instructed just about every 
course on food service offered by the 
Army. 


"Now, I'm looking forward to organ- 


izing the food concessions here at the 
country club. This is just the kind -,f job 
I was looking for when I retired in 
March. I spent too much time living out 


of a suitcase when I was in the Army. I 
think I'll like this job because it's not a 
year-round commitment, and my wife 
and I can spend a few months in Florida 
every year. We own some land down 
there." 


HOLDER READ ABOUT the job op- 


portunity at the country club in a story 
about the Mount Prospect Park District, 
which appeared 
in the Herald last 


month. Park District officials said the 
food concessions would be closed and re- 
placed with vending machines if they 
didn't find someone to purchase the con- 
cessions. 


And then along came Holder. "I expect 


to open the snack bar this weekend, de- 
pending on the weather which hasn't 
been too good for business since there 
aren't too many golfers on the course 
yet. 


"I plan on changing the operation here 


from what it's been in the past. I'm go- 
ing to serve lunch cafeteria style. The 
menu will include the regular fare — hot 
dogs, hamburgers, french fries, cold 
drinks, cold sandwiches and desserts — 
plus rib-eye steak sai.dwiches as the spe- 
cialty of the house. 


"I'M ALSO GOING to offer a complete 


breakfast menu as well as rolls and cof- 
fee, and I hope to offer a smorgasbord in 
the main dining room as soon as the 
summer gets underway. And I'll open 
the smorgasbord for dinner only, prob- 
ably from 4 p.m. to 8 pm.," he ex- 
plained. 


Park Leaflets Are Prepared 


Programs detailing Hoffman Estates 


Park District's summer recreational ac- 
tivities are now being prepared for print- 
ing, according to Vaughn Black, parks 
and recreation director. 


Black said several new programs are 


currently under consideration for addi- 
tion to the brochure which will be mailed 
to all park district residents prior to the 
start of the summer program. 


Charges for participation in summer 


playground activities for boys and girls 
7-years-old and up will be increased from 
SI to $2 tint, summer, he explained. 


"By doing this we will furnish each of 


the children with a Hoffman Estates 
park district T-shirt which will have our 
emblem — The Golden Raintn ; — im- 
printed on the front." Black s; id. noting 
that all playground staff members will 
also wear the shirts. 


HE ALSO SAID signs have been or- 


dered for all park equipment which will 
read "provided by Hoffman Estates 
Park District — your taxes at work." 


Black also noted that a bang board for 


practice has been installed adjacent to 
tennis courts at Finger Park and some 
fence rearrangement at the courts may 
also be done. 


The park director indicated that he has 


started preliminary work on proposed 
recreational programs for next fall's 
schedule and said that he has discussed 
cooperative programs with Paul Derda, 
Schaumburg park and recreation direc- 
tor.

"This 
year I'll ref for some of the Harper Ju- 
nior College baseball games as well as 
for park district teams and American Le- 
gion teams in the area " 


Holder, whose bad break on the foot- 


ball field launched his career in the 
Army, has been a referee for about 10 
years — between wars, that is. 


Holder and his wife, Ruth, just bought 


a house at 1301 W. Busse Road in Mount 
Prospect 


"And for once, I hope to give the grass 


an opportunity to grow underneath my 
feet. My wife and I have lived in about 
20 different places, and I've been in ev- 
ery major country in the world with the 
exception of Russia and China proper. 
That's one thing the Army did for me, 
and I don't think I'd trade those experi- 
ences now for a million dollars."

WASHINGTON :UPI) - 
Americans 


are 
either 
the world's most honest in- 


come taxpayers or the world's most inge- 
nious tax cheaters. Very few of them are 
ever convicted of failing to give the gov- 
ernment its due. 


Only 561 persons out of 110 million indi- 


vidual taxpayers were judged guilty of 
tax fraud in the fiscal year which ended 
June 30. 


Are Americans really 99.51995 per cent 


honest? The Internal Revenue Service 
(IRS) 
concedes it may miss a cheater 


now and then but its officials are con- 
vinced that most people pay their taxes 
fully—if not always cheerfully. 


The IRS investigated 8,273 cases of 


possible tax fraud in the last fiscal 
year. 
It recommended prosecution in 


1,139 cases. A total of 649 indictments 
were obtained and 561 persons pleaded 
guilty or no contest or were convicted 
after a trial. 


These figures involve only hard core 


cheating. Thousands of additional per- 
sons 
gave themselves the benefit of the doubt 
in figuring out their tax returns and 
some of them were caught. But these 
usually paid up when they received a 
deficiency notice from the government. 


The Lighter Side 


Kite Law 'To Wind9 


Outright tax fraud involves a conscious 


intent to cheat the government and usu- 
ally involves substantial sums of money. 
The typical tax cheater is most likely to 
be already in a shady world, earning at 
least part of his living from illegal gam- 
bling, prostitution, bribes or some other 
criminal activity. 


Other cheaters include self-employed 


businessmen 
and professional men who 


doctor their books. They cheat because 
they think they can get away with it or 
because they are strapped for money at 
tax time. 


The average man on the street has 


very little chance to cheat. He pays most 
or all of his tax bill through payroll with- 
holding and if he tries to evade taxes it 
is usually in penny-ante amounts. 


The government uses computers as its 


front line troops against tax cheaters. 
The IRS insists 
that 
the 
machines 


cannot be fooled. Only about 130,000 
re- 


turns 
that 
were passed by the com- 


puters are audited each year—less than 
0.2 per cent of the returns. 


The computers catch arithmetic er- 


rors—about 5.3 million of them each 
year. They also spot unlikely deductions 
and very 
often 
can 
pick 
up unre- 


ported income because in most cases one 
man's income is another man's expense 
and the man who paid it is almost cer- 
tain to report and deduct the expense. 


If the computer questions a return, an 


IRS employe gives it a look. If the em- 
ploye agrees with the machine, the re-

WASHINGTON fl'PD - Several read- 


ers have commended me for the firm 
stand taken by this column against the 
move in Congress to repeal an 1892 fed- 
eral law that makes flying kites a crime 
in Washington.

The audits 
were 95 per cent computer-spotted ques- 
tionable returns and 5 per cent returns 
selected at random. 


Of the audited returns, more than half, 


or 1.353,242, were found to have under- 
paid. The IRS says the errors were most- 


ly innocent and the taxpayer paid up 
upon request. 


Another 40 per cent of the audited re- 


turns (1,023,2201 were approved as sub- 
mitted after the audit. And about 8 per 
cent (167.469) were found by the auditors 
to be overpaid and the taxpayer received 
a surprise refund.

The culprits wore part of a kite- 
flying ring that was brazenly operating 
in broad daylight on the grounds of the 
Washington Monument. Which is one of 
the most conspicuous places in town. 


Unless Congress moves quickly to re- 


pair the damage. — to make it clear that 
flying kites will remain a crime — Wash- 
ington undoubtedly will be entering a pe- 
riod of unbridled kiting.

ly disturbed teen-ager who has spent 
most of her life in a mental institution, 
speechless and unresponsive, begins to 
smile, to talk, to get well. 


A 
miracle 
drug?

No. A touch of lipstick, mascara, a 


new hair-do, a reducing diet, diction les- 
sons and a friend. 


It adds up to self-esteem. 
"The first thing that has to happen 


before anyone gets well psychiatrically is 
they havs to have faith in themselves," 
says Al Vercoutere, chief of rehabilita- 
tion at the Camarillo State Hospital SO 
miles northwest of here. 


Vercoutere calls progress made by 


patients in the adolescent girls ward at 
the hospital "nothing short of phenomen- 
al" since they began weekly classes at 
the John Robert Powers School in Los 
Angeles, which ordinarily specializes not 
in group therapy but in turning out cover 
girls and models. 


The course, offered free to the Cam- 


arillo patients, is essentially the same 10- 
week series given to high school, college

and career girls who pay $325 for a self- 
improvement class which teaches them

"The aim is not only to improve their 


looks, but to build them up from inside," 
said Mrs. Janice Scheurn, one of the 
Powers instructors who donate their Fri- 
day evenings. 


The patients board a school bus every 


Friday afternoon for the one-hour ride to 
the elegantly-appointed school on Wil- 
shire Boulevard. They spend about four 
hours working with the Powers teachers 
and with a group 
of

ers students who volunteer their time to 
be "buddies" to the Camarillo girls. 


"We have never seen anything this 


successful on the hospital level," Ver- 
coutere said in an interview. "Even the 
most withdrawn become fantastically 
motivated. We, at the hospital, could 
never afford what they received at the 
studio. The ratio of staffing there is one 
too one. They are consulted, groomed, 
taught individually. And they respond by 
blossoming out.

The Way We See It 


Stop Desecration 


The little Volo Tamarack Bog in 


Lake County is becoming a big is- 
sue in the continuing drama over 
whether we can save what's good 
in our environment. 


The bog is a symbol of what can 


h a p p e n when private interest 
clashes with public interest, with- 
out adequate safeguards on the 
public's behalf. 


The issue is serious enough that 


Illinois Atty. Gen. William Scott 
has had to intervene, demonstra- 
ting in the process that pollution 
isn't the only menace to our natu- 
ral heritage. 


For 12,000 years the bog endured 


in Lake County, a rare and price- 
less by-product of the last glacial 
age, 
filled with plant, insect and 


animal life that make it almost 
unique as a living biological labo- 
ratory. 


The bog's misfortune was that it 


lay too close to civilization, and in- 
evitably it became a target for 
man's encroachment. Last year, a 
developer — Riverwoods Devel- 
opment Corp. of Niles — an- 
nounced plans for 655 acres next to 
the bog. 


Blueprinted 
was a S94-million 


project to include housing for 10,000 
persons, shopping facilities and a 
golf course. It touched off a furor 
in Lake County and throughout Illi- 
nois, but ultimately the county 
board of supervisors approved the 
plans, presuming they had written 
in sufficient protection for the deli- 
cate bog 


It was to be a planned unit devel- 


opment, with each step subject to 
approval by the county. 


But with the first spadeful of 


work near the bog, the furor was 
born anew. The developer, with 
golf course work first on the sched- 
ule, began by lowering the level of 


nearby Sullivan Lake, posing the 
greatest of all threats to the bog; 
that it will lose its own water level, 
destroying the balance of 12,000 
years. 


The county's building and zoning 


officer was furious, accusing the 
developer of disregarding — in 
fact, altering — the original devel- 
opment plan. He slapped a cease 
and desist order on the golf course 
work, and Scott moved in with his 
suit. 


His position is simple: there 


should be no more work on the 
project until the bog's safety is as- 
sured, and the burden of proof 
must rest with the developer. 


Scott is right. We have no quar- 


rel with progress, but any devel- 
oper who means to change the ter- 
rain in any way is being granted a 
high privilege. And that privilege 
must not come at the price of 
something like the Volo Bog. 


City Beat 


New Library Is Needed 


by DON BRANNAN 


Does bigger mean better? 
Certainly not in all cases. But in the 


case of a bigger township library, it will 
mean better facilities and unproved ser- 
vice for the township population. 


Improved parking facilities are needed 


at the library now, since the present lot 
in front of the library holds only a small 
number of cars during the busy evening 
hours. 


IF THE TOWNSHIP voters grant ap- 


proval for holding a library building ref- 
erendum at the annual town meeting, I 
hope that local residents will pass the 
$1,200,000 referendum, which calls for 
constructing a 44,000 square-foot addition 
and new parking facilities. 


Circulation of books at the township li- 


brary is now equal to that of the Elgin 
Public Library, which has 10 times as 
much space. The Schaumburg Township 
Library just doesn't have any room for 
adding more books or equipment at this 
time. 


Librarian Michael Madden anticipates 


that circulation at the library will reach 
the one-third million mark in 1970. Dur- 
ing March, over 30,000 volumes were Cir- 
culated. 


"Every two years the circulation at the 


library has almost doubled," Madden 


said recently. Circulation increased 65 
per cent in 1969 over the previous year, 
and it increased 50 per cent in 1968. 


With the increase in circulation of ma- 


terials at the township library, there is 
also a greater demand for parking area 
at the library. More cars are cramped 
into the present lot than it can suitably 
accommodate. 


"THE VOLUME OF business is in- 


creasing at such a rapid rate that by the 
time a new building is built, the needs 
for library service will be suitable for 
such a building," according to the town- 
ship librarian. 


If approved by township voters, the li- 


brary referendum proposal to be pre- 
sented to township residents provides for 
issuing $1,200,000 in bonds. The bonds 
would be retired over 10 years. 


The average amount of additional tax 


for each homeowner would range from 
$4.72 per year for a home assessed at 
S8 000 to $7 for a home assessed at 
$12,000. 


One major advantage of approving the 


referendum would be that the library 
could expand to an appropriate size in 
one large step rather than through a 
series of small additions. 


RECOMMENDED standards of the 


American Library Association call for 
2H books per person in a library's ser- 
vice area and one-half square foot of 
space per person. 


The present population of the township 


exceeds 40,000 and it is expected to sur- 
pass 60,000 by 1975. 


However, the present size of the town- 


ship library is 8,700 square feet and it 
has a capacity of only 37,000 volumes. 


Obviously, more shelving area and 


more seats are both needed to handle the 
increased business at the library. Resi- 
dents should support and pass the library 
building referendum to meet the de- 
mands for service. 


Spotlight: 
Board Must Be More Open

The responsibility of a school board to 


communicate with district taxpayers far 
exceeds the public relations duties of a 
private company. 


The company's main aim in commu- 


nication is to encourage the public to do 
something: to buy a product or think fa- 
vorably of the company. 


But the school board's responsibility is 


simply to inform — to report back to 
those people who selected the board 
members to serve and who are support- 
ing the school district with their taxes. 


UNLIKE MANY OTHER school dis- 


tricts, the River Trails Dist. 26 School 
Board apparently does not recognize the 
distinction between the goals of a private 
company's public relations and that of a 
public institution. The private company 
is trying to generate a favorable re- 
sponse, 
while the public institution 


should try to inform. 


The volume of written communication 


from Dist. 26 to the public and the press 
is lower than any other school district in 
the Northwest suburbs. 


In Districts 23, 25, 57, 21, 96, 54, 59 and 


15 agendas are mailed to the press. Re- 
lated materials to be discussed at the 
board meetings are also sent to the press 
in Districts 25, 23, 21, 96, 59 and 15. And 
news releases are printed by many of 
these districts. 


It states in the DLst. 26 policy manual 


that the district superintendent, cur- 
rently Winston Harvvood, will "serve as 
public relations officer. His duties arc to 
prepare newspaper releases and be a 
source of information to the press." 


However, in the past year only one 


news release has been mailed to the Her- 
ald from Dist. 26. No agendas have been 
mailed out, and, before this month, they 
were not even available to the public at 
board meetings. Minutes of the meetings 
have been refused to the press, although 
they are distributed to PTA presidents. 


THE BOARD MEETINGS are very 


closed affairs. There have been occa- 
sions when the entire board has met for 
discussion before the meeting in the su- 
perintendent's office. And later, during 
the meeting, board members have made 
remarks such as, "in reference to what 
we discussed earlier." 


Executive sessions held to discuss mat- 


ters relating to Maryville Academy, a 
home for dependent children in the dis- 
trict, are also questionable. The dis-

cussion must be limited to "specific 
Maryville students" or "land acquisition 
for a new school to accommodate the 
Maryville children" in order to conform 
to the state open meeting law. Yet jud- 
ging from comments made by board 
members at meetings, this has not al- 
ways been done. 


The solution to the "Maryville di- 


lemma," namely to secure capital fund- 
ing from the state for a new school or to 
bus the children to neighboring districts, 
is a public concern, and should be nan-

died publicly. 


The board's procedures certainly do 


not mean they are a party to under- 
handed or illegal dealings. They have 
simply failed to fully communicate with 
the public and the press. 


The board members do not have the 


right to shelter the public by determining 
which issues will be ''kept quiet." Nor do 
they have a right to determine how the 
public should respond to their activities. 


PATERNALISM MAY be appropriate 


in private institutions, but it is the duty 
of a school board to open all discussions 
to the public except those listed in the 
Illinois Open Meeting Law. 


Granted the public does invest a cer- 


tain measure of trust in the board mem- 
bers when they elect them to their office, 
but it is not absolute. Democracy is 
based on a system of checks and balanc- 
es, and the school board must also be 
"checked." 


If the school board truly is to "exist to 


aid in the conduct of the people's busi- 
ness," as specified in state law. then it 
must begin to communicate — commu- 
nicate by discussing board matters open- 
ly and intelligibly, and by publicizing 
board activities.

Interest should be shown in more than 


the annual town meeting. There are ser- 
vices offered by the township govern- 


ment which have almost gone unnoticed 
by Rolling Meadows. 


INITIATED MORE than three years 


ago, Palatine Township has a youth pro- 
gram. The program has worked to find 
jobs for teens,counseled them and pro- 
vided a center where they can meet. 
Youth activities in the township have 
steadily expanded. 


But Rolling Meadows wants to start its 


own youth program. Maybe there's justi- 
fication for a structured teen program in 
the city alone, but it would have seemed 
more logical to first take advantage of 
the township's. The city even is thinking 
of creating its own program almost iden- 
tical to the township's current plan. 


Unrelated to township government, but 


with little interest from Rolling Meadows 
is the Countryside YMCA. Most of the 
"Y's" members come from Palatine and 
Barrington. 


But the area designated as Coun- 


tryside's includes Rolling Meadows. 


When the founding fathers chose a site 
for a proposed recreational facility, they 
made sure it was in the middle of the 
township. It'll be a short drive for resi- 
dents of Rolling Meadows, but only a few 
have given their support. 


THERE COULD be several reasons 


Rolling Meadows doesn't seem to want to 
identify with the township skirting the 
city boundaries. 


Some say township government is out- 


moded and only worked when the sub- 
urbs were farmland. Some newcomers to 
the state don't even know what town- 
ships are. Some people only are inter- 
ested in their mailing address. 


But my guess is pride plays a role. If 


the township was called Rolling Mead- 
ows Township, most likely the tables 
would be turned. 


Hundreds of city residents would be- 


come interested in township activities, 
while citizens of Palatine stayed home. 


Should all high schools have pools and

A Harbinger of Spring 


by LOfS SEILER 


A delightful dessert serves as a har- 


bintfcr of spring in the Keith A. North 
household in Arlington Heights. 


When the robins arrive. Linda North 


begins to think of a Vienna Torte. which 
she likes to make this time of year as 
her mother always did. For this reason, 
they refer to it more often as a Spring 
Torte. 


Basically a yellow cake with a me- 


ringue topping, Linda makes this torte in 
a round layer cake tin. 


"It's so versatile because a variety of 


deserts can be made from this one basic 
recipe, depending on the toppings used," 
Linda explained. 


SHE CUTS THE TORTE into pie- 


shaped wedges and then spoons on the 
topping. Her favorite is whipped cream 
with fresh or frozen strawberries. Red 
raspberries or fresh peaches may also be 
used, or mashed bananas can be blended 
into sweetened whipped cream. 


Another variation is lemon pudding 


made from a packaged mix and spooned 
over the meringue. Linda garnishes this 
with whipped cream. 


The elegant dessert is a pleasing finale 


for one of this good cook's favorite din- 
ners which features Shrimp Supreme, a 
savory dish with an appearance and fla- 
vor that belie its ease of preparation. 


"Most of the work can be done in ad- 


vance." Linda remarked. 


In this recipe, freshly cooked shrimp is 


combined with cream of mushroom soup 
and sour cream. Onion, green pepper 


and wine add zest, while catsup gives the 
mixture a pretty pink tinge. 


IDEAL FOR A BUFFET, the tasty 


shrimp may be served from a chafing 
dish and spooned over noodles or rice. 


"It is also nice for a luncheon and is 


thick enough to be served as is, or it can 
be served in Pepperidge Farm Patty 
Shells." Linda said. 


For a luncheon, she suggests a fruit 


salad and hot rolls as accompaniments. 
For dinner, her recommendation is an 
unusual layered tossed salad. 


"This recipe is a recent acquisition." 


she explained, "but both my husband 
and I like it because it is so different." 


A surprising feature of the tossed salad 


is its advance preparation. Unlike most 
green salads that are mixed together the 
last minute, this one is made a day 
ahead. 


Assembled in layers, it consists of 


shredded lettuce, carrots, sweet onion 
rings and cooked peas frosted with Mir- 
acle Whip salad dressing and a sprinkl- 
ing of sugar.

SHRIMP SUPREME 


2 pounds medium-size frozen shrimp 
2 tablespoons butter 
1 cup chopped onion 
1 cup chopped green pepper 
1 can cream of mushroom soup

1 teaspoon lemon juice 
Vi cup dry white wine 
1 cup commercial sour cream 
Add shrimp to three quarts rapidly 


boiling water seasoned with salt and 1 
tablespoon lemon juice. Boil three min- 
utes and drain. 


In large skillet, melt butter. Saute on- 


ion and green pepper until onion is clear. 
Add soup, catsup, mushrooms, lemon 
juice and cooked shrimp. (This much can 
be done early in the day and stored in 
the refrigerator.) 


Just before serving, add wine and sour 


cream. Do not boil; just warm through. 


If serving for buffet or dinner, prepare

Season with butter, salt and pep- 
per. Or prepare rice. Do not combine 
with shrimp. Let guests help themselves, 
spooning the shrimp over the noodles or 
rice.

Here's an unusual cold soup called Cse- 


reszynyeleves or Hungarian Cream of 
Cherry Soup which my guests enjoy. 
Bust made from fresh cherries, but you 
can use a good quality 20-ounce can of 
frozen, seeded cherries. 


DROP THE CHKRIUKS in 2 cups of 


boiling water with a stick of cinnamon. 
Return to boil, then reduce heat and cook 
(or to minutes or until cherries are soft. 
Remove cinnamon. (If fresh cherries are 
used add sugar to taste.) 


In a shaker combine 2 tablespoons 


flour with ' i cup cold water and shake 
vigorously until smoothly blended. Pour 


into the hot cherry mixture, bring back 
to boil, then simmer 4 minutes. Place in 
a covered dish, allow to cool, then refrig- 
erate overnight or at least 12 hours. 


When ready to serve, stir in '£ cup 


sour cream and '2 cup dry red wine. 
Serves 4. 


The vichyssoise, with which more 


readers are probably familiar, is served 
cold, too. In reality it's an Americanized 
version of the basic French recipe for 
potage parmentier or leek (or onion) and 
potato soup, which is served hot. 


YOU'LL NEED 2 QUARTS of chicken 


stock. Place in a large pan or soup kettle 
and add 4 cups potatoes, peeled and 
coarsely chopped, and 3 cups thinly 
sliced leeks including part of the green 
(or 3 cups thinly sliced onions). Add 1 
teaspoon salt and cook over moderate 
heat, partially covered, for about 50 min- 
utes or until vegetables are tender. 


Force the soup through a coarse sieve, 


then a fine sieve back into the pan. Sea- 
son with freshly ground black pepper and 
additional salt to taste and add l'/2 cups 
sweet cream i or half & half if you want 
to cut the richness). Chill the soup until 
it is very cold. 


Garnish with finely cut fresh chives. 


Serves 6 to 8. 


One Solution for Pollution?

Have you ever thought what the world 


might be like if man reduced his size to 
a more reasonable four inches high? 
How much less space and food each of us 
would consume? 


Well, that's one far-out solution to the 


crises brought about by today's rapidly 
intersecting lines of pollution and popu- 
lation. Now, don't go misquoting. Nobody 
is suggesting the four-inch man as a 
probability, or even a possibility, at this 
point. But some biologists do believe that 
in the future man may be able to ma- 
nipulate the genome (a complete haploid 
set of chromosomes) of living things, and 
perhaps even modify the genome of man 
to produce very small people. 


This particular idea is one we read 


about in the winter issue of Northwestern 
University's 
fine 
magazine, 
"North- 


western Report," and it's an absorbing 
and intriguing concept to consider. But 


what does all this have to do with en- 
tertaining? Very little. Except that we 
all need new ideas to think about and 
talk about, and certainly no issue is of 
more personal importance to all of us 
than the entire ecological crisis.

As we 
mentioned earlier, that will be the date 
for the national environmental teach-in. 
The teach-in is to be a cooperative, joint 
effort initiated in the schools and on the 
campuses and broadened to involve all 
parts of the community.

environmental education. More and more 
youth groups are getting interested and 
involved in various aspects of -.he envi- 
ronmental picture.

slogan adopted by one junior high class.

On a recent noon hour, they rode their 
bicycles in a big parade across the uni- 
versity campus nearby. They're also pro- 
moting a special day on which everyone 
is to leave the car at home and ride a 
bike instead. 


What can you do as an individual? 


Perhaps not a great deal, except to study 
the problem and support responsible pro- 
grams at the school and community lev- 
el, as well as state and national. As a 
hostess, you might make your next party 
a Bike Hike. We've mentioned this before 
as a popular party idea for young people, 
just for fun. And with today's emphasis 
on pollution control, a Bike Hike can also 
be downright patriotic. 


Have you ever noticed, too, at a wom-

Passover Starts Tuesday

The springtime festival of Passover 


will be celebrated by Jews everywhere, 
beginning next Tuesday, April 21. This 
holiday commemorates the exodus from 
Egypt of previously enslaved Jews and 
the establishment of the Jewish people in 
what is now Israel. 


On Passover, Jews recall the story of 


the wandering in the desert for 40 years, 
of Moses' acceptance of the Torah (the 
first five books of the Bible) on Mount 
Sinai, and of the entrance into "the 
Promised Land." 


The name Passover in English comes 


from the belief that at the end of a series 
of plagues, the Angel of Death passed 
over the houses of the Israelites when he 
struck down the first-born of the Egyp- 
tians. 


The principal ceremony of the eight- 


day festival is the unique family Seder or 
dinner at which only matza (unleavened 
bread that resembles large crackers) 
and other specified foods may be eaten. 


A traditional course in the Seder din- 


ner is chicken soup with matzo dump- 
lings: 


NEVER FAIL MATZO BALLS 


2 eggs- 
2 tablespoons chicken fat (available 


bottled at meat counter or 
kosher food section of most 
grocery stores) 


1 teaspoon salt 
V4 cup warm water 
% cup matzo meal (available in 


kosher food section) 


1 tablespoon chopped parsley 
Beat eggs slightly. Add chicken fat, 


salt and water. Beat well and add matzo 
meal and parsley. Mix thoroughly, cover, 
and refrigerate for 2 to 3 hours. In a 
large saucepan heat 6 quarts water to 
boiling. Roll matzo mixture, a tablespoon 
at a time, into small balls. Drop into ra- 
pidly boiling water, cover and simmer 
for 1 hour. Remove from water with 
slotted spoon and drop into soup. Makes 
enough for 4 servings. 


A sweet Passover dessert is a choco- 


late nut cake made with red wine. It can 
be made ahead of time and frozen for 
later use. 


PASSOVER CHOCOLATE 


NUT CAKE 


9 eggs, separated 


Dash salt 


3 tablespoons lemon juice 
2 teaspoons lemon rind 


I 
1;'™ cups sugar 
'<? cup grated apple (2 small apples) 
2 tablespoons sweet red wine 
•u cup ground or grated walnuts 
1 oz. square unsweetened or semi- 


sweet chocolate, grated

in kosher food section) 


Place egg yolks in a large bowl. Add 


lemon juice and rind. Beat until blended, 
adding sugar gradually. Beat until very 


thick and lemon colored. Add grated 
apple, wine, grated nuts and chocolate, 
beating all the time. Measure '2 cup 
cake meal directly from box, sift with 
potato starch, and add to yolk mixture, 
blending well. Add salt to egg whites and 
beat until stiff but not dry. Fold into yolk 
mixture. Turn into an ungreased 10-inch 
tube pan and bake at 325 degrees for 55 
to 60 minutes, or until cake tests done. 
Invert and cool before removing from 
pan.

Junk Car Site Selected 


A five acre site in the western section 


of Hoffman Estates has been designated 
as an official area for abandoned ve- 
hicles, and a supervisor from the state 
highway department will be stationed at 
the area to receive incoming junk cars. 


The site is near Old Higgins and Shoe- 


factory roads on land owned by the For- 
est Preserve District of Cook County. 


Official word of the junk car site came 


Monday night when Richard Regan, 
chairman of Hoffman Estates planning 
commission, presented correspondence 
from the Forest Preserve District to 
trustees. 


According to a letter dated April 10 


that Regan received from Gerald W. 
O'Connor, superintendent of maintenance 
and operations for the Forest Preserve 
District, an eight foot chain-link fence 
will be placed around the site for safety. 


THE FENCE WILL also be surrounded 


by plantings of honeysuckle to obliterate 
the view. O'Connor's letter said. 


O'Connor and his assistant, Glen A. 


Johnson, stressed that a master plan is 
presently being drawn up for future de- 


velopment in the area in question, Regan 
said 


Their letter indicated that consid- 


eration is being given by the landscape 
department for development of the Hoff- 
man Estates Forest Preserve area as a 
winter sports area and, according to Ar- 
thur L. Janura, general superintendent, 
the status of the abandoned car site is 
semi-permanent in nature 


An addendum to the original letter 


dated April 13 was also presented to the 
board by Regan. The second letter ex- 
plained that approximately 500 vehicles 
must be collected in the area before a 
contract can be established with a crush- 
ing firm. 


WHEN THAT total has been reached, 


the firm will crush the vehicles and haul 
them out of Cook County at no expense to 
the Forest Preserve District, O'Connor 
said 


Regan indicated that he reluctantly 


agreed with the Forest Preserve District 
as to use of this land in view of the 
mounting problem of abandoned vehicles 
throughoit the country.

Schaumburg Township will levy tax 


rates to provide funds for township gov- 
ernment operation and general assis- 
tance for the first time in 10 years foU 
lowing the approval of voters at the an- 
nual town meeting Tuesday. 


An overflow crowd of more than 400 


attended the town meeting in the cafeto- 
rium of Robert Frost Junior High School. 


The levy that will affect all taxpayers 


in Schaumburg Township, was approved 
by about 250 Republicans who came to 
assure the continuation of township gov- 
ernment and local GOP control. All of 
the salaried township officials are Re- 
publicans. 


The meeting followed a GOP script, 


starting with the election of Virginia 
Hayter, Hoffman Estates trustee as mod- 
erator. When the discussion on the town 
fund started, Donald Totten, GOP town- 
ship committeeman was the first per- 
son Mrs. Hayter recognized. 


THE BUDGET AND appropriation or- 


dinance for the town fund provides for 
total expenditures of $74,032 for 1970-71. 
This fund carries a tax rate of $5 per 
$10,000 assessed valuation of real estate, 
or about $5 per home. 


The assessed valuation for Schaum- 


burg Township is $148 million. 


A breakdown of the $74,000 in town 


fund appropriations includes $18,160 for 
salaries of township officers; $6,950 for 
township election expenses; $20,327 for 
office expenses including rented space; 
$16,145 for the Committee on Youth; 
$8,900 for other expenses such as audit 
fees and legal expenses; and $150 for ex- 
ploring affiliation with the Illinois Munic- 
ipal Retirement Fund. 


The 1970-71 budget of the township's 


general assistance fund totals $20,706 in 
expenditures and will have a levy rate of 
$1,40 per $10,000. 


TOWNSHIP VOTERS also approved a 


budget totaling $361,000 for the Schaum- 
burg Township Library in the coming 
year. The present library tax rate is $12 
per $10,000 assessed valuation. 


Apparently putting the cart before the 


horse Tuesday, voters at the town meet- 
ing first approved appropriations for the 
township's town fund and general assis- 
tance fund before approving tax levies 
that will provide the funds. 


(Actually, the township board of audi- 


tors will not receive any income from the 
levies until late next year. Meanwhile, 
township officials are planning to issue 
tax anticipation warrants.) 


Township Atty. Norman Samelson ex- 


plained that approving the appropria- 
tions before approving the levy is the le- 
gally prescribed manner for government 
operations 


IN PREVIOUS YEARS, money for op- 


erating the township and for general as- 
sistance came from excess commissions 
retained by the township collector, who 
retained 2 per cent of real estate tax col- 
lections for the use of the township. How- 
ever, these commissions have been ruled 
unconstitutional and the spending of any 
money collected in this manner has been 
forbidden by an order from Cook County 
Circuit Court Judge Howard O'Brien. 


Ralph Lyerla, Schaumburg Township 


clerk, has been deputized by the county 
clerk and will be paid a salary of $11,500 
annually for serving in that post. 


In response to a voter's question 


Tuesday, Samelson explained that sala- 
ries of township officials provided for in 
the town fund budget could not be 


changed. Samelson said that officials' 
salaries are established and reviewed ev- 
ery four years and must remain as es- 
tablished during their term in office. All 
of the current officials began new terms 
of four years last April. 


THE ANNUAL SALARIES of township 


officials were approved by voters at last 
year's town meeting. 


"The salaries cannot be changed," 


Mrs. Hayter, moderator, told the au- 
dience. 


Mrs. Irene Petke, 101 Alpine Lane, 


Hoffman Estates, said she felt that $6,000 
was to much annual salary for the town- 
ship assessor, considering his limited 
duties. However, this salary rate was set 
when the curent assessor, Scott Mac- 
Eachon, began his term last year. 


Opposition to the township levy request 


Tuesday was rather mild, although the 
township Democratic Organization had 
indicated they would oppose a township 
tax. 


HOWEVER, THE PASSAGE of the ap- 


propriation ordinances for the town fund 
and general assistance fund provided an 
indication of group sentiments at the 
town meeting. Both appropriation ordi- 
nances were passed easily, and little op- 
position was raised against the levy 
requests. 


Following a strategy planned earlier. 


Republican officials of the township led 
the fight in favor of the tax levies ap- 
proved by voters Tuesday evening. 


"The Democrats were after (hose 


township offices," contended Don Totten, 
S c h a u m b u r g Township GOP Com- 
mitteeman. "They wanted to make (hem 
appointive." 


Initially, debate on the town fund budg- 


et was restricted somewhat when Totten 
made a motion that was seconded to vote 
on the entire appropriation as a whole, 
rather than in parts. Later, it was ex- 
plained that salaries of township officials 
could not be changed.

priation as a whole, this budget was 
passed by a vote of 245 to 102 The levy 
of $5 per home for the town fund was 
passed by a margin of 201 to 141. 


The general assistance and library or- 


dinances were approved on voice votes. 


When the township tax levy was con- 


sidered, Frank Carter, 103 Fairfield 
Lane, Hoffman Estates, made a motion 
to consider all three township fund levy 
requests together. However, voters re- 
jected this proposal in favor of voting on 
each township fund levy individually. 
(Town fund, general assistance, and li- 
brary). 


"It is unfair to combine all of these 


levies in one motion," said Mrs. Irene 
Petke. 


On separate votes, all three tax levy 


rates were approved. 


TOWNSHIP VOTERS also approved 


holding a referendum on selling $1.2 mil- 
lion in bonds for expanding the township 
library, and conducting a referendum on 
taxing for aid to mental health at a rate 
of 001 


"What if these levy rates (for the town 


fund and general assistance) are ap- 
proved, and the court decision is turned 
around, and the township once more re- 
ceives excess commissions in revenue'" 
asked Robert Post, 1081 Whitebridge 
Lane, Hanover Park. 


"Will we be paying double?" Post in- 


quired. 


Norman Samelson, township attornej. 


said the levy rates for the town and gen-

No one on the train to Chicago -seemed

Not one dirty look from a daily com- 


muter or a hairy businessman; not one 
raised eyebrow or sneer from an over- 
dressed shopper, 


No one seamed to care about the 30 


members of the Northwest Suburban 
Peace Coalition (NSPC) or their banners 
or their signs 


Dick Mateja, head of the NSPC, three 


or four housewives and two dozen high 
school students sat on the train as the 
suburbs whizzed by. Mateja, pointing to 


the sticks supporting his peace signs, 
"Yardsticks for picket signs courtesy of 
Montgomery Ward." 


Arriving in Chicago, NSPC members 


walked down Madison Street to the Civic 
Center and the Moratorium rally. At 
11-35 a.m. they stood quietly holding 
their blue and white banners and waiting 
for it to begin. The plaza was crowded 
but there was room to move and you 
could see across Washington Street. 


Twenty-five minutes later you couldn't 


move and your vision was blocked by 
masses of long hair and brightly colored 
signs. 


Blue-helmeted policemen ringed the 


Civic Center as the lunch-time crowd 
swelled the numbers. Swarms of people 
had left their 9 to 5 enclosures for the 
spring air, a quick hamburger and a 
peace rally. 


The crowd was large but passive. 


Youthful but silent. There was no elec- 
tricity, no verve, no feeling of oneness. 
Just onlookers rather than participants. 


The first speaker said all the things 


that peace speakers are supposed to say 
at peace rallies. 


"We want to get out of this God damn 


war now. We're here to educate the pub- 


lic who have been misled by our govern- 
ment." 


Illinois Legislator Robert Mann, who 


recently introduced a bill that would pre- 
vent Illinois men from fighting in an un- 
declared war on foreign soil, received 
only mild applause. 


Sen. Charles Goodell, R-New York, got 


the first noticeable reaction from the au- 
dience and the NSPC members when he 
said, "The South Vietnamese people are 
the silenced majority." 


"Do we go on destroying Vietnam or 


do we start rebuilding America." 


He received a thunderous ovation when 


he said, "It's time we told South Viet- 


nam . . . shape up or we're shipping 
out" 


But it took a comedian to really ignite 


the crowd. "The difference between me 
and a politician is that I admit that I'm a 
comedian," roared humorous Alan Sher- 
man. 


"I can't remember a politician getting 


killed in a war," Sherman said. 


Sporting a beard and long hair, he re- 


acted to the cries "Right on" by asking 
"What if they gave a war and everybody 
left?" 


"What if they put up a sign that said, 


"War canceled because of human sani- 
ty?'" 


He "killed" the crowd when he asked, 


"If Walter Cronkite interrupted tele- 
vision programs 15 times a day every- 
time one of our boys was killed in South 
Vietnam, how much longer do you think 
the war would last?" 


Some of the NSPC students protesting 


for students' rights, left the rally to 
march on the Board of Education. After 
Sherman spoke, the crowd appeared life- 
less as if the electric circuit had been 
turned off 


Dick Mateja sadly said, "It seems that 


we're telling the same people the same 
story."

Deeper, he must com- 
mand enough respect from fellow board 
members, students and the public so his 
opinions and words will be heeded. 


PAST SCHOOL BOARD presidents of

the important standards of the position.

some changes which will create efficient, 
productive and more public actions of 
the board of education.

in the past. A citizen attending a school 
board meeting still goes unrecognized, if

With the electors' passage of a town- 


ship tax levy still fresh in their minds, 
Wheeling Township officials began mak- 
ing plans Wednesday to finance the town- 
ship's operations during the interim until 
taxes begin comine in. 


At Tuesday's annual Town Meeting, 


the township's electors (registered vot- 
ersi approved by overwhelming major- 
ities both the township's budget and a 
tax levy that will result in a township tax 
rate of about 3.7 cenb per $100 assessed 
valuation by ovcr«helming majorities 


The final vote on the motion to approve 


.1 tax levy that would bring in S151U91 to 
finance the township's budget was '£>4 in 
favor. 3V against On the vote to approve 
the budget, the totals were 223 "ye.s" 
votes and 66 "no" votes. 


A SPECIAL board of auditors meeting 


will be held at 3 p.m. Friday at the town 
hall, 1818 E. Northwest Hwy. Auditors 
plan to take up the matter of selling tax 
anticipation warrants (TAW), the funds 
from which would be used to finance the 
township until tax revenues arrive next 
year sometime. 


Auditors also plan to discuss a bank 


loan. They plan to secure a loan to pay 
for township activities in the interim un- 
til the TAWi are sold. 


Resolutions approving both the sale of 


TAWs and the securing of a loan were 
passed Tuesday by the electors. 


Electors spent more than an hour ques- 


tioning township officials on the budget. 
High on the list of those questions were 
ones concerning the salaries of the high- 
way commissioner and the township su- 
pervisor. 


One Arlington Heights resident ob- 


jected to the salaries totaling $8,800 that 
are paid to Mrs. Ethel Kolerus, township 
supervisor. Of that total Mrs. Kolerus re- 
ceives $4,000 for her supervisor's duties 
and $4,800 for her duties as the super- 
visor of township general assistance or 
welfare. 


MRS. ELOISE PSOTA, an Arlington 


Heights resident, told electors she con- 
sidered township government "obsolete" 
and produced a chart which she said 
showed that almost half the commission 
funds received by the township went for 
salaries and administration, while less 
than one-fourth went for general assis- 
tance, mental health agencies, senior 
citizens, historical societies and the 
township cemetery. 


About 30 per cent was turned over to 


township schools according to the chart. 
She said that funds going for general as- 
sistance took up only 3 per cent of the 
total. 


A supporter of township government, 


Mrs. Marie Caylor of Prospect Heights 
said, "If we didn't have township govern- 
ment, the 20,000 in the unincorporated 
area would be in 'left field.' It's nice to 
say the county will take care of us, but 
it will probably be more expensive." 


The budget passed by electors called 


for $37,725 for the general assistance 
fund. Last year, the budget called for 
$27,800. Only $13,867 was actually spent 
on general assistance, however. 


FOR THE town fund, $112,291 was 


budgeted, down from $152,050 last year. 


The amount actually spent last year was 
$126,331. 


Included in that town fund total was an 


extra $2,500 added at the Tuesday meet- 
ing by electors. That extra amount will 
go for a township mental health referen- 
dum. 


The amount budgeted this year for the 


cemetery fund stands at $9,675, up $500 
from last year. The amount spent last 
year was $4,055. 


The tax levy approved Tuesday by the 


electors will be the source of funds to 
support the township. Until this year, the 
township had operated with the 2 per 
cent commission it received for property 
taxes it collected and turned over to the 
county. 


HOWEVER, a Supreme Court ruling 


earlier this year declared that practice 


unconstitutional, forcing the township to 
ask for a tax levy. Such tax levies will 
have to be passed each year by electors. 


The end of the commission system al- 


so spelled the demise of the annual dis- 
tribution of that part of the commissions 
left over each year. In prior years the 
excess funds were distributed to town- 
ship school districts, historical societies, 
senior citizens groups, and mental health 
agencies. 


Also resulting from the end of the ex- 


cess funds distribution was passage by 
electors of a resolution calkng for a 
township mental health referendum at a 
date to be set later by the township's 
governing board, the board of auditors. 
In that referendum voters could approve 
a tax levy of up to 10 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation.

in northern Wheeling received recom- 
mendation of approval from the zoning 
board of appeals Tuesday despite objec- 
tions to the development from School 
Dist. 21. 


The zoning board voted unanimously to 


recommend the rezoning to planned de- 
velopment for a Teklon Corp. devel- 
opment named Cedar Run, which will be 
located on the "Horcher" property on the 
north side of McHenry Road and south of 
the Lake-Cook County line. 


The property, recently annexed to the 


village, will include 22 one-bedroom 
townhouses, 226 two - bedroom 
town- 


houses, 182 three-bedroom townhouses 
and 26 four-bedroom townhouses, devel- 
opers testified Tuesday night. Village 
board approval is necessary before the 
project may be built. 


IN EARLIER stages of preparation for 


the 39.25-acre site developers had consid- 
ered a 12-story apartment building for 
the property. Dist. 21 officials had in- 
dicated earlier that five and six-bedroom 
townhouses also were considered for the 
project. 


Tuesday night, however, the plan as it 


was finally presented, called for one and 
two-story townhouses with a swimming 
pool and clubhouse facility and a recrea- 
tion pond-retention basin. 


Jess K. Wells, a vice president for 


Tekton, testified Tuesday that the pro- 
posed development would be operated 
on a cooperative or condominium basis. 
He said the 456 units would be priced 
from $25.000 to $35,000 with an average 
price of $30,000. 


Wells said construction of the devel- 


opment would begin within three months 
from the time the zoning change is 
made. 


ONE MAJOR street would run north 


and south through the development link- 
ing McHenry Road and the proposed 
Lake-Cook Expressway. 


Developers said at the hearing the 


project would cost approximately $13 
million. 


Developers also 
testified that 536 


school-aged children would live in the de- 
velopment. 


Sewer and water for the development 


would be installed by the developer at a 
cost 
of approximately 
$75,000 along 


McHenry Road, Wells said, provided an 
agreement to require other area devel- 
opers to share the cost can be worked 
out with the village. 


Wheeling has shunned such agree- 


ments in earlier developments, choosing 
instead to have the village pay for the 
oversized sewer to serve other devel- 
opments. 


Dist. 21 Assistant Supt. John Barger 


pointed out the property contains an 11 LJ- 
acre parcel designated for a school-park 
site. Developers had shown townhouse 
units and a retention basin within that 
area on the plan 


FINALIZATION of the plan will not 


have to be made until the project comes 


up for plan commission approval, how- 
ever. 


Barger said at Tuesday's hearing the 


school district anticipates it will need a 
16-classroom school to serve the devel- 
opment if it is built. 


Half of the school-park site is on an 


adjacent piece of property. 


Barger explained after the hearing the 


district had reserved such a large site 
(23 acres) in case a junior high school 
wore needed in the northern area of the 
village. 


Barger said that a school to serve chil- 


dren from the development would cost 
the district $750.000 to build. He called 
the development "a detriment" to the 
district and said the school district ob- 
jected to the rezoning.

west corner of Dundee and Wolf roads. 


The board voted to deny the petition 


for rezoning to allow the restaurant after 
what must have been one of the shortest 
hearings in village history. 


Robert Cable, 
a representative of 


Checkerboard Properties said his com- 
pany wanted to build a Jack-in-the-Box, 
and that to do so it needs B-4 business 
zoning 01 the property instead of the cur- 
rent B-3 zoning. 


Cleaning of Creek Is Eyed 


A d;iy-long "tramp" Saturday follow- 


ing (he twisting route of McDonald Creek 
in Prospect Heights from the Soo Line R. 
R 
tracks south of Foundry Road to 


Windsor Drive may result in state equip- 
ment being brought to Prospect Heights 
for an emergency clean up of the creek 


County, local. township, and state offi- 


cials were ptwlcd in their creek in- 
spection by Richard Gilligan. chairman 
of the local Committee on 
McDonald 


Creek Improvements 


"We tried to point out not only imped- 


iments that can be handled by the small- 
er drag-line equipment, but also areas 
requiring limit-term improvements with 
heavier equipment." Gilligan explained. 


State 
officials 
recognise the large 


amount of work needed on the creek to 


alienate flooding conditions, according 
to Gilligan, but they will commit them- 
selves only to the lighter work at this 
time. 


" THE MORE difficult improvements 


are listed under 'channel construction' 
by the state." said Gilligan. And this 
will not begin until after the 1971 fiscal 
year, because the state is committed to 
begin improvements on the Des Plaines 
River first." 


Actually, the state has committed itself 


to cleaning only one area now, that one 
under the Wheeling Road bridge. Work 
should begin in one to four weeks. The 
creek is presently jammed with logs at 
the bridge 


Gilligan said Emery Kilpatrick, of the 


Illinois Division of Waterways, took pic- 
tures and notes on the problem areas. 
These will be studied by other division 
officials before a definite decision is 
made on what work will be done. 


"WE HOPE TO convince the state offi- 


cials to also help clean out the creek 
near the Soo Line tracks, at Euclid and 
Wolf roads, at the McDonald 
Road 


bridge, and at the Country Gardens area 
west of Route 83 and north of Palatine 
Road," Gilligan said. 


"The culvert at the Soo Line crossing 


is 25-foot wide. But the creek immediate- 
ly upstream is only six feet wide," said 
Gilligan,"where we would like to see it 
widened." 


"There are no less than 25 logs jam- 


ming the culvert at the bridge at Euclid 
and Wolf roads However, there is a dis- 
crepancy between our committee and the 
state on what equipment is needed for 
the cleaning." 


"SILT HAS blocked 25 per cent of the 


water flow under the McDonald bridge, 
and consequently raised the water level. 
Overhead power lines will also be a prob- 
lem here in bringing in equipment. 


"We also pointed out the inadequacies 


of the creek between Schoenbeck Road 
and Windsor drive. It is one to two feet 
deep in some points, which makes it dif- 
ficult to handle the runoff of water now. 
The creek can not handle the increased 
accumulation of water > resulting from 
housing construction in the area." 


Then he submitted a plat showing the 


location of a house which is currently on 
the property. 


THE BOARD had read a letter from 


the Wheeling Park District Board object- 
ing to the rezomng because of the in- 
creased traffic it would cause in the area 
of Heritage Park. 


Douglas Cargill, zoning board chair- 


man, told the other zoning board mem- 
bers "I think you are aware of the gener- 
al attitude of the majority of the resi- 
dents in the village at this time toward 
this type of development." Then the 
board voted unanimously to deny the pe- 
tition. 


Normally at zoning hearings, a devel- 


oper explains why the zoning change 
would benefit the village, why the change 
in warranted related to surrounding zon- 
ing, as well as explaining his plans in 
detail. 


Gene Sackett, a park board commis- 


sioner who had attended earlier hearings 
Tuesday left before the Jack-in-the-Box 
hearing even though he had been in- 
strumental in having the park district op- 
pose the drive-in. 


Nobody mentioned the two drive-ins 


right next to the proposed Jack-in-the- 
Box which were granted permits when C. 
E. Olsen was Wheeling village manager. 


The Jack-in-the-Box still has a chance 


for zoning approval from the village 
board despite the recommendations by 
the zoning board. 


HOWEVER. THE VILLAGE board has 


currently been considering an ordinance 
to put all restaurants in the village under 
a special use classification so that the 
number of restaurants in town can be 
limited. 


It's unlikely that the village board will 


look favorably on another drive-in on 
Dundee Road, especially one right next 


to two drive-ins to which they had ob- 
jected loudly two years ago after Olsen 
had issued building permits without con- 
sulting the board.

have a very distinct John G. Woods fla- 
vor to it. 


Woods, the former mayor of Arlington 


Heights who is represent! nc N'orthwest 
Cook County's Third District at the con- 
vention, has either sponsored or co-spon- 
sored 137 of the proposals submitted to 
the convention by delegates. 


That's more than any other delegate 


and it puts Woods in the position of hav- 
ing the most to he happy about, if pro- 
posals he favors are Included, or the 
most to be disappointed if they are de- 
feated. 


THERK ARE 582 proposals which have 


been submitted to the convention by dele- 
Rates. Woods' signature on 137 of them 
means he supports just under 24 per cent 
of the proposals submitted. 


Only two other Con-Con delegates Ixv 


long to the "100 Club." 


David Linn of Chicago has his name on 


130 proposals and David Kenney of Car- 
bondale has signed MB proposals. 


Other Northwest Cook and DuPage 


County delegates have not been nearly as 
active with the pen as has Woods. 


Mrs. Virginia Macdonald of Arlington 


Heights, who is Woods' partner as Third 
District delegate, has her name on 32 
proposals.

Woods has been among the most active 


delegates at the convention, not only with 
his pen but also in a leadership capacity. 


He is a member of the local govern- 


ment committee and is a member of two 
subcommittees, one composed of mem- 
bers of both the local government and 
revenue committees, and the other re- 
sponsible for studying and making rec- 
ommendations for constitutional provi- 
sions for the establishment of new towns 
in Illinois. 


Woods also is a member of the public 


information committee, one of three Con- 
Con committees responsible for proce- 
dural aspects of the convention. 


THE PROPOSALS WHICH Woods has 


either sponsored or co-sponsored do not 
all relate to local government or reve- 
nue. 


In fact, the general government com- 


mittee at the convention has received 
more than 20 of the Woods' proposals, 
many of which pertain to environmental 
control and the need for a constitutional 
guarantee of a clean environment and es- 
tablishment of a non-partisan board to 
implement the constitutional guarantee. 


Eighteen proposals were referred to 


the local government committee, 16 con- 
cern revenue, 15 concern the bill of 
rhrhts and 13 were referred to both the 
legislative and suffrage committees. 


The education 
and judiciary com- 


mittees each have 12 of the proposals 
signed by Woods and nine were referred 
to the executive committee. 


Six other proposals were referred to 


the rules committee, which is not one of 
the "issue oriented" committees at Con- 
Con. 


Some proposals have been sent to more 


than one committee. 


Among the proposals which Woods has 


signed include one which calls for a vot- 
ing age of 18 in the state and another 
which calls for retention of a reference 
to God in the preamble. 


WOODS ALSO HAS signed a proposal 


which would require the legislature to 
plan an "appropriate event" in Chicago 
in 1992 to celebrate the 500th anniversary 
of the discover of America. 


The Con-Con committees are now de- 


bating the various proposals submitted 


by the delegates. As they are debated 
and accepted or rejected, the committees 
incorporate the proposals Into committee 
reports which are sent to the floor of the 
convention for debate by the entire group 
of delegates. 


After three readings and debates on 


each proposal, the convention will draft a 
proposed Constitution, probably finishing 
by the end of July or early August. The 
document will be sent to the voters of the 
state sometime in late November or ear- 
ly December. 


Leclmer 
Quits Post 
In Dist. 21 


David Lechner. director of the Commu- 


nity School Services program in Schoc1- 
Dist. 21. will leave his post in June to 
study for a doctorate degree at Wayne 
State University, Detroit. 


Lechner has directed the program 


since it began three years ago with a 
$325.000 federal grant. 


This three-year grant, provided under 


Title III of the Elementary and Second- 
ary Education Aot <ESEAK enabled the 
district to start a variety of recreational 
programs, a mental health clinic, a pro- 
gram for returning high school dropouts 
and a practical arts program for junior 
high students. 


Lechner will study for his doctorate 


with the aid of on S8.000 stipend from the 
Mott Foundation of Flint. Mich. The 
foundation cooperates with seven Mich- 
igan universities in offering 40 fellow- 
ships annually to persons interested in 
community education. 


LECHNER WAS PICKFD from sev- 


eral thousand candidates throughout the 
country to receive a Jlott Fellowship. He 
said it will take one year for him to fin- 
ish his doctorate, which will be in the 
field of genera! education administration. 


Lechner predicted that the community 


school services program 
will "grow 


steadily" despite the fact that the federal 
grant will terminate June 30. 


The concept of Title III project is for 


federal funds to act as a '-spark plug'' to 
start community programs. Eventually, 
local agencies, such as school and park 
districts, are expected to take over the 
total cost of the programs. 


In the case of the local Title III pro- 


gram, this concept has worked success- 
fully, according to the director. 


"THE BUDGET FOR this year's pro- 


gram is $167,535. Well over 50 per cent of 
t h i s money 
was from 
nonfederal 


sources," he said. ''Next year, the bud.a- 
et will be larger yet. and funds will come 
entirely from nonfederal sources." 


The only major changes in the title III 


programs after federal funding stops will 
probably be in how they are adminis- 
tered, Lechner added. He said that a per- 
son to take over his position with the pro- 
gram will probably not be needed. 


He said he expects High School Dist. 


214 to administer the drop-out program 
and Dist. 21 to administer the remainder 
of the projects, although neither school 
board has taken any official action on 
the matter.

ows and Palatine united forces to coordi- 
nate activities. 


Most of those present were already 


committed to the idea that all measures 
must be taken immediately to stem the 
tide of population growth. 


ZPG stresses that "no responsible fam- 


ily should have more than two children." 
It urges those who want more than two 
children to adopt the rest. 


ZPG also advocates that all methods of 


birth control, including legalized abor- 
tion, should be freely available. 


President of the national ZPG organi- 


zation is Dr. Paul Erhlick, author of 
"The Population Bomb." 


Mrs. Beal explained that their chapter 


must write letters to target people in 
state legislatures, Congress and others. 


SHE ALSO ASKED that anyone in- 


formed on the population growth and pol- 
lution problems be sought to speak to or- 
ganizations. She added that anyone that 
knows of groups willing to have speakers 
should inform her and she will arrange 
for them. 


In discussing abortion and the group's 


efforts to have it legalized, she said, 
"We're for making it a medical problem, 
not a legal problem." 


She said, "We're against TV people 


who promote large families such as the 
Lennon Sisters and Brady Bunch." 


A petition to have abortion legalized 


was passed around, along with a petition 


to broadcasters requesting national air 
time for one week. The week's time 
would be devoted to the study of environ- 
mental problems.

No one on the train to Chicago seemed 


to notice. 


Not one dirty look from a daily com- 


muter or a hairy businessman; not one 
raised eyebrow or sneer from an over- 
dressed shopper.

or their signs.

"Yardsticks for picket signs, courtesy of 
Montgomery Ward." 


Arriving in Chicago. NSPC members 


walked down Madison Street to the Civic 
Center and the Moratorium rally. At 
11:35 a.m. they stood quietly holding 
their blue and white banners and waiting 
for it to begin. The plaza was crowded 
but there was room to move and you 
could see across Washington Street. 


Twenty-five minutes later you couldn't 


move and your vision was blocked by 
masses of long hair and brightly colored 
signs. 


Blue-helmeted policemen ringed the 


Civic Center as the lunch-time crowd 
swelled the numbers. Swarms of people 
had left their 9 to 5 enclosures for the 
spring air. a quick hamburger and a 
peace rally. 


The crowd was large but passive. 


Youthful but silent. There was no elec- 
tricity, no verve, no feeling of oneness. 
Just onlookers rather than participants. 


The first speaker said all the things 


that peace speakers are supposed to say 
at peace rallies. 


"We want to get out of this God damn 


war now. We're here to educate the pui>- 
lie who have been misled by our govern- 
ment." 


Illinois Legislator Robert Mann, who 


recently Introduced a bill that would pre- 
vent Illinois men from fighting in an un- 
declared war on foreign soil, received 
only mild applause. 


Sen. Charles Gooriclt. R-Ncw York, got 


the first noticeable reaction from the au- 
dience and the NSPC members when he 
said, "The South Vietnamese people are 
the silenced majority."

Township Attention Turns To Borrowing 


With the electors' passage of a town- 


ship tax levy still fresh in their minds, 
Wheeling Township officials began mak- 
ing plans Wednesday to finance the town- 
ship's operations during the interim until 
taxes begin coming in. 


At Tuesday's annual Town Meeting, 


the township's electors (registered vot- 
i-rsi approved by overwhelming major- 
ities both the township's budget and a 
to levy that will result in a township tax 
rate of about 3.7 cents per SIOO assessed 
valuation by overwhelming majorities. 


The final vote on the motion to approve 


a tax levy that would bring in $159.191 to 
finance the township's budget was 224 in 
favor. 37 against. On the vote to approve 
the budget, the totals were 223 "yes" 
votes and 66 "no" votes. 


A SPECIAL board of auditors meeting 


will be held at 5 p.m. Friday at the town 
hall, 1818 E. Northwest Hwy. Auditors 
plan to take up the matter of selling tax 
anticipation warrants (TAW), the funds 
from which would be used to finance the 
township until tax revenues arrive next 
year sometime. 


Auditors also plan to discuss a bank 


loan. They plan to secure a loan to pay 
for township activities in the interim un- 
til the TAWs are sold. 


Resolutions approving both the sale of 


TAWs and the securing of a loan were 
passed Tuesday by the electors. 


Electors spent more than an hour ques- 


tioning township officials on the budget. 
High on the list of those questions were 
ones concerning the salaries of the high- 
way commissioner and the township su- 
pervisor. 


One Arlington Heights resident ob- 


jected to the salaries totaling $8,800 that 
are paid to Mrs. Ethel Kolerus, township 
supervisor. Of that total Mrs. Kolerus re- 
ceives $4,000 for her supervisor's duties 
and $4,800 for her duties as the super- 
visor of township general assistance or 
welfare. 


MRS. ELOISE PSOTA, an Arlington 


Heights resident, told electors she con- 
sidered township government "obsolete" 
and produced a chart which she said 
showed that almost half the commission 
funds received by the township went for 
salaries and administration, while less 
than one-fourth went for general assis- 
tance, mental health agencies, senior 
citizens, historical societies and the 
township cemetery. 


About 30 per cent was turned over to 


township schools according to the chart. 
She said that funds going for general as- 
sistance took up only 3 per cent of the 
total. 


A supporter of township government, 


Mrs. Marie Caylor of Prospect Heights 
said, "If we didn't have township govern- 
ment, the 20,000 in the unincorporated 
area would be in 'left field.' It's nice to 
say the county will take care of us, but 
it will probably be more expensive." 


The budget passed by electors called 


for $37,725 for the general assistance 
fund. Last year, the budget called for 
$27,800. Only $13,867 was actually spent 
on general assistance, however. 


FOR THE town fund, $112,291 was 


budgeted, down from $152,050 last year. 


The amount actually spent last year was 
$126,331. 


Included in that town fund total was an 


extra $2,500 added at the Tuesday meet- 
ing by electors. That extra amount will 
go for a township mental health referen- 
dum. 


The amount budgeted this year for the 


cemetery fund stands at $9,675, up $500 
from last year. The amount spent last 
year was $4,055. 


The tax levy approved Tuesday by the 


electors will be the source of funds to 
support the township. Until this year, the 
township had operated with the 2 per 
cent commission it received for property 
taxes it collected and turned over to the 
county. 


HOWEVER, a Supreme Court ruling 


earlier this year declared that practice 


unconstitutional, forcing the township to 
ask for a tax levy. Such tax levies will 
have to be passed each year by electors. 


The end of the commission system al- 


so spelled the demise of the annual dis- 
tribution of that part of the commissions 
left over each year. In prior years the 
excess funds were distributed to town- 
ship school districts, historical societies, 
senior citizens groups, and mental health 
agencies. 


Also resulting from the end of the ex- 


cess funds distribution was passage by 
electors of a resolution calling for a 
township mental health referendum at a 
date to be set later by the township's 
governing board, the board of auditors. 
In that referendum voters could approve 
a tax levy of up to 10 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation.

Pollution 
Foes to Talk 
At Hersey 


Students at John Hersey High School in 


eastern Arlington Heights are taking pol- 
lution to the people. 


In preparation to a week-long series of 


speakers and programs centered around 
Earth Day (Wednesday), Hersey stu- 
dents have walked door-to-door in Arling- 
ton Heights. Prospect Heights and Mount 
Prospect to inform residents about their 
program. 


Their main interest is to attract resi- 


dents to a town meeting at 8 p.m. 
Wednesday at the high school, located at 
1900 E. Thomas Road. All area residents 
are invited to attend. 


In addition, as part of "Protect Our 


Environment Week." students have in- 
vited three prominent foes of pollution to 
speak at the high school at 10:30 a.m. 
voluntary assemblies. 


On 
Monday, 
Norman 
Lazarus of 


Planned Parenthood will speak. On Tues- 
day, the speaker will be Joseph Prince, 
an assistant in the Illinois attorney gen- 
eral's office, and on Thursday, Joseph 
Karaganis. a leading Chicago environ- 
mental lawyer, will speak. 


HOWEVER. AT 10:30 a.m. on Wednes- 


day students will have the opportunity 
themselves to address a school assembly 
on the issue of pollution. 


However, school assemblies and presti- 


gious speakers arc only part of the am- 
bitious program prepared by Hersey stu- 
dents. First, they plan small group dis- 
cussions with each of the speakers. 
Those discussions, to be held in the 
school's Little Theater, will be held as 
long as the speaker can stay. 


Second, students can send protest let- 


ters to the polluter of their choice by 
bringing in 10 cents to the school's ad- 
vanced typing classes. Typing students 
will then type a protest letter, stamp, 
seal and send it. 


Third, as the students go door-to-door, 


they will not only be discussing the town 
meeting, but will be encouraging resi- 
dents to use non-pollution products, to 
sign petitions and to read books about 
the varied aspects of environmental pol- 
lution 


FOURTH. AS PART of the overall 


project, a free baby-sitting service will 
be offered nt all of the school assemblies, 
to allow residents tied down with chil- 
dren to attend the assemblies while their 
children are attended. 


Finally, students will go on a variety of 


field trips to fight pollution — for ex- 
ample, they will examine the pollution 
along the Des Plaines River. They asked 
for church support, plan to collect alumi- 
num cans to sell back to the manufac- 
turers and will leaflet consumers in sev- 
eral area grocery stores. 


The project has the strong support of 


Hersey principal Roland Coins. He's en- 
thusiastic to see what the students and 
Bert Cray, a science teacher, will ac- 
complish.

Cleaning of Creek Is Eyed 


A day-long "tramp" Saturday follow- 


ing the twisting route of McDonald Creek 
in Prospect Heights from the Soo Line R. 
R. tracks south of Foundry Road to 
Windsor Drive may result in state equip- 
ment being brought to Prospect Heights 
for an emergency clean up of the creek. 


County, local, township, and state offi- 


cials were guided in their creek in- 
spection by Richard Gilligan, chairman 
of the local Committee on McDonald 
Creek Improvements. 


"We tried to point out not only imped- 


iments that can be handled by the small- 
er drag-line equipment, but also areas 
requiring long-term improvements with 
heavier equipment," Gilligan explained. 


State officials 
recognize 
the large 


amount of work needed on the creek to 
alleviate flooding conditions, according 
to Gilligan, but they will commit them- 
selves only to the lighter work at this 
time. 


" THE MORE difficult improvements 


are listed under 'channel construction' 
by the state," said Gilligan. And this 
will not begin until after the 1971 fiscal 
year, because the state is committed to 
begin improvements on the Des Plaines 
River first." 


Actually, the state has committed itself 


to cleaning only one area now, that one 
under the Wheeling Road bridge. Work 
should begin in one to four weeks. The 
creek is presently jammed with logs at 
the bridge. 


Gilligan said Emery Kilpatrick, of the 


Illinois Division of Waterways, took pic- 
tures and notes on the problem areas. 
These will be studied by other division 
officials before a definite decision is 
made on what work will be done. 


"WE HOPE TO convince the state offi- 


cials to also help clean out the creek 
near the Soo Line tracks, at Euclid and 


Wolf roads, at the McDonald Road 
bridge, and at the Country Gardens area 
west of Route 83 and north of Palatine 
Road," Gilligan said. 


"The culvert at the Soo Line crossing 


is 25-foot wide. But the creek immediate- 
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ly upstream is only six feet wide," said 
Gilligan,"where we would like to see it 
widened." 


"There are no less than 25 logs jam- 


ming the culvert at the bridge at Euclid 
and Wolf roads However, there is a dis- 
crepancy between our committee and the 
state on what equipment is needed for 
the cleaning." 


"SILT HAS blocked 25 per cent of the 


water flow under the McDonald bridge, 
and consequently raised the water level. 
Overhead power lines will also be a prob- 
lem here in bringing in equipment. 


"We also pointed out the inadequacies 


of the creek between Schoenbeck Road 
and Windsor drive. It is one to two feet 
deep in some points, which makes it dif- 
ficult to handle the runoff of water now. 
The creek can not handle the increased 
accumulation of water resulting from 
housing construction in the area."

The 570 MacArthur students 
along with their parents, will be free to 
visit any activities they choose. 


The program is the joint project of ad- 


ministrators, faculty and students. It has 
been planned to commemorate "earth 
day" Wednesday. 


Local pollution problems will be high- 


lighted by a slide program presented by 
three MacArthur students: Mike Creech. 
Kevin Temesy, and Bruce Freedman. A 
video tape was prepared by Steve Paulus 
and Dave Marshall for the program. 


ANOTHER GROUP of students will 


collect materials they feel are polluting 
the school grounds, load them into a 
trash can and display them in the school 
lobby. 


Two eighth grade students. Sue Elston 


and Ray Barnett, will participate in a 
student panel on the subject of pollution 
while a sixth grade class presents a skit. 


Speakers slated to participate in the 


program are; James Robins, a graduate 
student who is a member of the North- 
western University Students For a Better 
Environment; Karl J. Klepitsch, a civil 
engineer employed with the Federal Air 
Pollution Control Board; Robert Day. an 
engineer employed with the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District of Chicago; Stan Wil- 
liams, a high school debate student; and 
an official from Commonwealth Edison 
Co.

With the electors' passage of a town- 


ship tax levy still fresh in their minds, 
Wheeling Township officials began mak- 
ing plans Wednesday to finance the town- 
ship's operations during the interim until 
taxes begin coming in. 


At Tuesday's annual Town Meeting, 


the township's electors (registered vot- 
ers) approved by overwhelming major- 
ities both the township's budget and a 
tax levy that will result in a township tax 
rate of about 3.7 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation by overwhelming majorities. 


The final vote on the motion to approve 


a tax levy that would bring in $159,191 to 
finance the township's budget was 224 in 
favor, 37 against. On the vote to approve 
the budget, the totals were 223 "yes" 
votes and 66 "no" votes. 


A SPECIAL board of auditors meeting 


will be held at 5 p.m. Friday at the town 
hall, 1818 E. Northwest Hwy. Auditors 
plan to take up the matter of selling tax 
anticipation warrants (TAW), the funds 
from which would be used to finaJnce the 
township until tax revenues arrive next 
year sometime. 


Auditors also plan to discuss a bank 


loan. They plan to secure a loan to pay 
for township activities in the interim un- 
til the TAWs are sold. 


Resolutions approving both the sale of 


TAWs and the securing of a loan were 
passed Tuesday by the electors. 


Electors spent more than an hour ques- 


tioning township officials on the budget. 
High on the list of those questions were 
ones concerning the salaries of the high- 
way commissioner and the township su- 
pervisor. 


One Arlington Heights resident ob- 


jected to the salaries totaling $8,800 that 
are paid to Mrs. Ethel Kolerus, township 
supervisor. Of that total Mrs. Kolerus re- 
ceives S4.000 for her supervisor's duties 
and $4,800 for her duties as the super- 
visor of township general assistance or 
welfare. 


MRS. ELOISE PSOTA, an Arlington 


Heights resident, told electors she con- 
sidered township government "obsolete" 
and produced a chart which she said 
showed that almost half the commission 
funds received by the township went for 
salaries and administration, while less 
than one-fourth went for general assis- 
tance, mental health agencies, senior 
citizens, historical societies and the 
township cemetery. 


About 30 per cent was turned over to 


township schools according to the chart. 
She said that funds going for general as- 
sistance took up only 3 per cent of the 
total. 


A supporter of township government, 


Mrs. Marie Caylor of Prospect Heights 
said, "If we didn't have township govern- 
ment, the 20,000 in the unincorporated 


Zoning Board Endorses Townhouses 


A planned development of townhouses 


in northern Wheeling received recom- 
mendation of approval from the zoning 
board of appeals Tuesday despite objec- 
tions to the development from School 
Dist. 21. 


The zoning board voted unanimously to 


recommend the rezoning to planned de- 
velopment for a Tekton Corp. devel- 
opment named Cedar Run. which will be 
located on the "Horcher" property on the 
north side of McHenry Road and south of 
the Lake-Cook County line.

Village 
board approval is necessary before the 
project may be built. 


IN EARLIER stages of preparation for 


the 39.2S-acre site developers had consid- 
ered a 12-story apartment building for 
the property. Dist. 21 officials had in- 
dicated earlier that five and six-bedroom 
townhouses also were considered for the 
project. 


Tuesday night, however, the plan as it 


was finally presented, called for one and 
two-story townhouses with a swimming 
pool and clubhouse facility and a recrea- 
tion pond-retention basin. 


Jess K. Wells, a vice president for 


Tekton, testified Tuesday that the pro- 
posed development would be operated 
on a cooperative or condominium basis. 
He said the 456 units would be priced 
from $25,000 to $35,000 with an average 
price of $30,000. 


Wells said construction of the devel- 


opment would begin within three months 
from the time the zoning change is 
made.

"We didn't get any indication of organ- 


ized opposition. And we had no campaign 
to bring out Republican party workers to 
the meeting." 


In Wheeling Township as in Elk Grove,

electors Tuesday approved the levying of 
a township tax to finance the township's 
operations.

The budget passed by electors called 


for $37,725 for the general assistance 
fund.

Included in that town fund total was an

The tax levy approved Tuesday by the 


electors will be the source of funds to 
support the township. Until this ye:ir. the 
township had operated with the 2 per 
cent commission it received for property 
taxes it collected and turned over to the 
county. 


HOWEVER, a Supreme Court ruling 


earlier this year declared that practice 
unconstitutional, forcing the township to 
ask for a tax levy. Such tax levies will 
have to be passed each year by electors. 


The end of the commission system al- 


so spelled the demise of the annual dis- 
tribution of that part of the commissions 
left over each year. In prior years the 
excess funds were distributed to town- 
ship school districts, historical societies, 
senior citizens groups, and mental health 
agencies.

sponsible for studying and making rec- 
ommendations for constitutional provi- 
sions for the establishment of new towns 
in Illinois. 


Woods also is a member of the public 


information committee, one of three Con- 
Con committees responsible for proce- 
dural aspects of the convention. 


THE PROPOSALS WHICH Woods has 


either sponsored or co-sponsored do not 
all relate to local government or reve- 
nue. 


In fact, the general government com- 


mittee at the convention has received 
more than 20 of the Woods' proposals, 
many of which pertain to environmental 
control and the need for a constitutional 
guarantee of a clean environment and es- 
tablishment of a non-partisan board to 
implement the constitutional guarantee.

LECHNER WAS PICKED from sev- 


eral thousand candidates throughout the 
country to receive a Mott Fellowship. He 
said it will take one year for him to fin- 
ish his doctorate, which will be in the 
field of general education administration. 


Lechner predicted that the community 


school services program 
will "grow- 


steadily" despite the fact that the federal 
grant will terminate June 30. 


The concept of Title III project is for 


federal funds to act as a "spark plug" to 
start community programs. Eventually, 
local agencies, such as school and park 
districts, are expected to take over the 
total cost of the programs. 


In the case of the local Title III pro-

"We didn't get any indication of organ- 


ized opposition. And we had no campaign 
to bring out Republican party workers to 
the meeting." 


In Wheeling Township as in Elk Grove, 


Schaumburg and Palatine townships, 
electors Tuesday approved the levying of 
a township tax to finance the township's 
operations. 


Resolutions approving both the sale of 


TAWs and the securing of a loan were 
passed Tuesday by the electors. 


Electors spent more than an hour ques- 


tioning township officials on the budget. 
High on the list of those questions were 
ones concerning the salaries of the high- 
way commissioner and the township su- 
pervisor. 


One Arlington Heights resident ob- 


jected to the salaries totaling $3,800 that 
are paid to Mrs. Ethel Kolerus, township 
supervisor. Of that total Mrs. Kolerus re- 
ceives $4,000 for her supervisor's duties 
and $4,800 for her duties as the super- 
visor of township general assistance or 
welfare. 


MRS. 
ELOISE PSOTA, an Arlington 


Heights resident, told electors she con- 
sidered township government "obsolete" 
and produced a chart which she said 
showed that almost half the commission 
funds received by the township went for 
salaries and administration, while less 
than one-fourth went for general assis- 
tance, mental health agencies, senior 
citizens, historical societies and the 
township cemetery. 


About 30 per cent was turned over to 


township schools according to the chart. 
She said that funds going for general as- 


sistance took up only 3 per cent of the 
total. 


A supporter of township government, 


Mrs. Marie Caylor of Prospect Heights 
said, "If we didn't have township govern- 
ment, the 20.000 in the unincorporated 
area would be in 'left field.' It's nice to 
say the county will take care of us, but 
it will probably be more expensive." 


The budget passed by electors called 


for $37.725 for the general 
assistance 


fund. Last year, the budget called for 
$27,800. Only $13,867 was actually spent 
on general assistance, however. 


FOR THE town fund, $112,291 was 


budgeted, down from $152,050 last year. 
The amount actually spent last year was 
$126,331. 


Included in that town fund total was an 


extra $2,500 added at the Tuesday meet- 
ing by electors. That extra amount will 
go for a township mental health referen- 
dum. 


The amount budgeted this year for the 


cemetery fund stands at $9,675. up $500 
from last year. The amount spent last 
year was $4,055. 


The tax levy approved Tuesday by the 


electors will be the source of funds to 
support the towr.ship. Until this year, the 
township had operated with the 2 per 
cent commission it received for property 
taxes it collected and turned over to the 
county. 


HOWEVER, a Supreme Court ruling 


earlier this year declared that practice 
unconstitutional, forcing the township to 
ask for a tax levy. Such tax levies will 
have to be passed each year by electors 


Thi: end of the commission system al- 


so spelled the demise of the annual dis- 
tribution of that part of the commissions 
left over each year. In prior years the 
excess funds were distributed to town- 
ship school districts, historical societies 
senior citizens groups, and mental heaP.h 
agencies. 


Also resulting from the end of the ex- 


cess funds distribution was passage b> 
electors of a resolution calling for a 
township mental health referendum at a 
date to be set later by the township's 
governing board, the board of auditors 
In that referendum voters could approve 
a tax levy of up to 10 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation.

Protest Viet War

No one on the train to Chicago seemed 


to notice. 


Not one dirty look from a daily com- 


muter or a hairy businessman; not one 
raised eyebrow or sneer from an over- 
dressed shopper. 


No one seemed to care about the :iO 


members of the Northwest Suburban 
Peace Coalition (NSPC) or their banners 
or their signs. 


Dick Mateja, head of the NSPC, three 


or four housewives and two dozen high 
school students sat on the train as the 
suburbs whizzed by. Mateja, pointing to 
the sticks supporting his peace signs, 
"Yardsticks for picket signs, jxnirtesy of 
Montgomery Ward." 


Arriving in Chicago, NSPC members 


walked down Madison Street to the Civic 
Center and the Moratorium rally. At 
11:35 a.m. they stood quietly holding 
their blue and white banners and waiting 
for it to begin. The plaza was crowded 
but there was room to move and you 
could see across Washington Street 


Twenty-five minutes later you couldn't 


move and your vision was blocked by 
masses of long hair and brightly colored 
signs. 


Blue-helmeted policemen ringed the 


Civic Center as the lunch-time crowd 
swelled the numbers. Swarms of people 
had left their 9 to 5 enclosures for the 
spring air, a quick hamburger and a 
peace rally. 


The crowd was large but passive. 


Youthful but silent. There was no elec- 
tricity, no verve, no feeling of oneness. 
Just onlookers rather than participants. 


The first speaker said all the things 


that peace speakers are supposed to say 
at peace rallies. 


"We want to get out of this God damn 


war now. We're here to educate the pub- 
lic who have been misled by our govern- 
ment." 


Illinois Legislator Robert Mann, who 


recently introduced a bill that would pre- 
vent Illinois men from fighting in an un- 
declared war on foreign soil, received 
only mild applause. 


Son. Charles Goodell, R-New York, got 


the first noticeable reaction from the au- 
dience and the NSPC members when he 
said, "The South Vietnamese people are 
the silenced majority." 


"Do we go on destroying Vietnam or 


do we start rebuilding America." 


He received a thunderous ovation when 


he said, "It's time we told South Viet- 
nam . . . shape up or we're shipping 
out " 


But it took a comedian to really ignite 


the crowd. "The difference between me 
and a politician is that I admit that I'm a 
comedian," roared humorous Alan Sher- 
man. 


"I can't remember a politician getting 


killed in a war," Sherman said. 


Sporting a beard and long hair, he re- 


acted to the cries "Right on" by asking 
"What if they gave a war and every bod v 
left?" 


"What if they put up a sign that said. 


"War canceled because of human sani- 
ty?' " 


He "killed" the crowd when he asked. 


"If Walter Cronkile interrupted 
tele- 


vision programs 15 times a day eveiT- 
time one of our boys was killed in SoiuM 
Vietnam, how much longer do you think 
the war would last?" 


Some of the NSPC students protests 


for students' rights, left the rally to 
march on the Board of Education. After 
Sherman spoke, the crowd appeared liiV 
less as if the electric circuit had beer.

Sosewitz said the MSD has made 


"great strides" in separating sludge and 
residue from waterways and restoring It 
to constructive use. 


"It's important that we change the 


form of the waste to the form in which it 
came." he said. "Change it so that it can 
be converted into food, paper goods and 
plastics." 


ALTHOUGH HE didn't expand on the 


subject, Sosewitz said there are "five or 
six areas" where MSD is working with 
Mount Prospect to solve problems. 


He mentioned Phase 4 of the Weller 


Creek project, the construction of a 
$10,000 reservoir and the acquisition of 
water from Lake Michigan as three of 
these issues. 


One of the biggest problems faced by 


the district, Sosewitz said, is the uncon- 
trolled water flow between different inde- 
pendently owned districts. 


Sosewitz said that to control the water 


flow from different areas, artificial chan- 
nels and inland waterways have been

M O S T AMERICANS unfortunately, 


have a reputation for not joining forces 
to combat a problem until after it's al- 
ready a crisis. I guess we just think bet- 
ter under pressure, after the tragedy has 
already hit home and seriously effects 
every one of us. 


And there are plenty of examples 


sprinkled throughout the American his- 
tory books to support the fact we pro- 
c r a s t i n a t e . We didn't stop under- 
estimating the Japanese until after they 
bombed Pearl Harbor, and we didn't 
think the Russian power was any threat 
to us until after they built the Berlin 
Wall. 


Then, we learned the same hard lesson 


all over again in Cuba, China, Latin 
America and Southeast Asia. And we're 
still learning lessons the hard way right 
here in the United States. 


We probably won't learn any lessons 


about air pollution until it's too late. That 
is, until pollution affects all of us, wheth- 
er we live in the city, the suburbs or the 
country.

11 35 a m. they stood quietly holding 
their blue and white banners and waiting 
for it to begin. The plaza was ciowdecl 
but there was room to move and yoj 
could see across Washington Street 


Twenty-five minutes later you couldn't 


move and your vision was blocked by 
masses of long hair and brightly coloied 
signs 


Blue-helmeted policemen ringed the 


Civic Center as the lunch-time crowd 
swelled the numbers Swarms of people 
had left their 9 to 5 enclosures for the 
spring air, a quick hamburger and d

tory books to support the fact we pro- 
c r a s t i n a t e . We didn't stop under- 
estimating the Japanese until after they 
bombed Pearl Harbor, and we didn't 
think the Russian power was any threat 
to us until after they built the Berlin 
Wall. 


Then, we learned the same hard lesson 


all over again in Cuba, China, Latin 
America and Southeast Asia. And we're 
still learning lessons the hard way right 
here in the United States. 


We probably won't learn any lessons 


about air pollution until it's too late. That 
is, until pollution affects all of us, wheth- 
er we live in the city, the suburbs or the 
country. 


We're beginning to take an interest in 


the problem of air pollution, and at least, 
that's a start. This Wednesday is Earth 
Day, when citizens across the country 
will ban together in an effort to bring the 
air pollution problems into sight. 


THE PURPOSE of Earth Day is to 


pinpoint some of our environmental prob- 
lems, including the population boom as 
well as water and air pollution, and to 
bring these problems to the attention of 
the public. 


I doubt very much if celebrating Earth 


Day will resolve any of these problems 
or offer immediate solutions for the pop- 
ulation explosion and pollution. But per- 
haps, someone will heed this warning 
and read the writing on the wall before 
it's too late. Before something tragic 
happens to upset the American apple- 
cart.

Mrs. E. Maynard Beal of Elk Grove 


Village, who has traveled extensively ob- 
serving birth control programs and prob- 
lems, served as temporary coordinator. 


Although John S, Peters, head of the 


Elk Grove High School biology depart- 
ment was the main speaker, the purpose 
of the meeting was to become organized, 
increase membership, and begin activi- 
ties. 


APPROXIMATELY 25 teachers, stu- 


dents and parents from Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. Mount Prospect. Arlington Heights, 
Rosclle, Hoffman Estates. Rolling Mead- 
ows and Palatine united forces to coordi- 
nate activities. 


Most of those present were already 


committed to the idea that all measures 
must be taken immediately to stem the 
tide of population growth. 


ZPG stresses that "no responsible fam- 


ily should have more than two children." 
It urges those who want more than two 
children to adopt the rest. 


ZPG also advocates that all methods of 


birth control, including legalized abor- 
tion, should be freely available.

Illinois Legislator Robert Mann, who 


recently introduced a bill that would pre- 
vent Illinois men from fighting in an un- 
declared war on foreign soil, received 
only mild applause 


Sen Charles Goodell, R-New York, got 


the first noticeable reaction from the au- 
dience and the NSPC members when he 
said ' The South Vietnamese people are

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Township Attention Turns To Borrowing 


With the electors' passage of a town- 


ship tax levy still fresh in their minds, 
Wheeling Township officials began mak- 
ing plans Wednesday to finance the town- 
ship's operations during the interim until 
taxes begin coming in. 


At Tuesday's annual Town Meeting. 


the township's electors (registered vot- 
ers i approved by overwhelming major- 
ities both the township's budget and a 
tax levy that will result in a township tax 
rate of about 3.7 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation by overwhelming majorities. 


The final vote on the motion to approve 


a tax levy that would bring in $159,191 to 
finance the township's budget was 224 in 
favor. 37 against. On the vote to approve 
the budget, the totals were 223 "yes" 
votes and 66 "no" votes. 


A SPECIAL board of auditors meeting 


will be held at 5 p.m. Friday at the town 
hall, 1818 E. Northwest Hwy. Auditors 
plan to take up the matter of selling tax 
anticipation warrants (TAW), the funds 
from which would be used to finance the 
township until tax revenues arrive next 
year sometime. 


Auditors also plan to discuss a bank 


loan. They plan to secure a loan to pay 
for township activities in the interim un- 
til the TAWs are sold. 


Resolutions approving both the sale of 


TAWs and the securing of a loan were 
passed Tuesday by the electors. 


Electors spent more than an hour ques- 


tioning township officials on the budget. 
High on th? list of those questions were 
ones concerning the salaries of the high- 
way commissioner and the township su- 
pervisor. 


One Arlington Heights resident ob- 


jected to the salaries totaling $8,800 that 
are paid to Mrs. Ethel Kolerus, township 
supervisor. Of that total Mrs. Kolerus re- 
ceives $4,000 for her supervisor's duties 
and $4,800 for her duties as the super- 
visor of township general assistance or 
welfare. 


MRS. ELOISE PSOTA, an Arlington 


Heights resident, told elector:; she con- 
sidered township government "obsolete" 
and produced a chart which she said 
showed that almost half the commission 
funds received by the township went for 
salaries and administration, while less 
than one-fourth went for general assis- 
tance, mental health agencies, senior 
citizens, historical societies and the 
township cemetery. 


About 30 per cent was turned over to 


township schools according to the chart. 


She said that furds going for general as- 
sistance took up only 3 per cent of the 
total. 


A supporter of township government, 


Mrs. Marie Caylor of Prospect Heights 
said, "If we didn't have township govern- 
ment, the 20,000 in the unincorporated 
area would be in 'left field.' It's nice to 
say the county will take care of us, but 
it will probably be more expensive." 


The budget passed by electors called 


for $37,725 for the general assistance 
fund. Last year, the budget called for 
$27,800. Only $13,867 was actually spent 
on general assistance, however. 


FOR THE town fund, $112,291 was 


budgeted, down from $152,050 last year. 
The amount actually spent last year was 
$126,331. 


Included in that town fund total was an 


extra $2,500 added at ihe Tuesday meet- 


ing by electors. That extra amount will 
go for a township mental health referen- 
dum. 


The amount budgeted this year for the 


cemetery fund stands at $9,675, up $500 
from last year. The amount spent last 
year was $4,055. 


The tax levy approved Tuesday by the 


electors will be the source of funds to 
support the township. Until this year, the 
township had operated with the 2 per 
cent commission it received for property 
taxes it collected and turned over to the 
county. 


HOWEVER, a Supreme Court ruling 


earlier this year declared that practice 
unconstitutional, forcing the township to 
ask for a tax levy. Such tax levies will 
have to be passed each year by electors. 


The end of the commission system al- 


so spelled the demise of the annual dis- 


tribution of that part of the commissions 
left over each year. In prior years the 
excess funds were distributed to town- 
ship school districts, historical societies, 
senior citizens groups, and mental health 
agencies. 


Also resulting from the end of the ex- 


cess funds distribution was passage by 
electors of a resolution calling for a 
township mental health referendum at a 
date to be set later by the township's 
governing board, the board of auditors. 
In that referendum voters could approve 
a tax levy of up to 10 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation.

The group was quiet and small, but its 


concern was great. To them it was a 
matter of life and death. 


It was the first meeting of the North- 


west Suburban Chapter of Zero Popu- 
lation Growth (ZPG), held in Prince of 
Peace Methodist Church, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


ZPG is a national political action or- 


ganization whose purpose is to bring 
about population stability in the United 
States through educational and political 
means. 


Mrs. E. Maynard Beal of Elk Grove 


Village, who has traveled extensively ob- 
serving birth control programs and prob- 
lems, served as temporary coordinator. 


Although John S. Peters, head of the 


Elk Grove High School biology depart- 
ment was the main speaker, the purpose 
of the meeting was to become organized, 
increase membership, and begin activi- 
ties. 


APPROXIMATELY 25 teachers, stu- 


dents and parents from Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights, 
Roselle, Hoffman Estates, Rolling Mead- 
ows and Palatine united forces to coordi- 
nate activities. 


Most of those present were already 


committed to the idea that all measures 
must be taken immediately to stem the 
tide of population growth. 


ZPG stresses that "no responsible fam- 


ily should have more than two children." 
It urges those who want more than two 
children to adopt the rest. 


ZPG also advocates that all methods of 


birth control, including legalized abor- 
tion, should be freely available. 


President of the national ZPG organi- 


zation is Dr. Paul Erhlick, author of 


"The Population Bomb." 


Mrs. Beal explained that their chapter 


must write letters to target people in 
state legislatures, Congress and others. 


SHE ALSO ASKED that anyone in- 


formed on the population growth and pol- 
lution problems be sought to speak to or- 
ganizations. She added that anyone that 
knows of groups willing to have speakers 
should inform her and she will arrange 
for them. 


In discussing abortion and the group's 


efforts to have it legalized, she said, 
"We're for making it a medical problem, 
not a legal problem." 


She said, "We're against TV people 


who promote large families such as the 
Lennon Sisters and Brady Bunch." 


A petition to have abortion legalized 


was passed around, along with a petition 
to broadcasters requesting national air 
time for one week. The week's time 
would be devoted to the study of environ- 
mental problems.

"The culvert at the Soo Line crossing 


is 25-foot wide. But the creek immediate- 
ly upstream is only six feet wide," said 
Gilligan,"where we would like to see it 
widened." 


"There are no less than 25 logs jam- 


ming the culvert at the bridge at Euclid 
and Wolf roads However, there is a dis- 
crepancy between our committee and the 
state on what equipment is needed for 
the cleaning." 


"SILT HAS blocked 25 per cent of the 


water flow under the McDonald bridge, 
and consequently raised the water level. 
Overhead power lines will also be a prob- 
lem here in bringing in equipment. 


"We also pointed out the inadequacies

Unclutter Drive Proceeds 


It may be a sign of the times, but 


Northwest Highway in Palatine is start- 
ing to look uncluttered. 


The village's building department has 


sent out at least 30 letters within the last 
two months to local merchants telling 
them that signs on their property do not 
conform to the village's sign ordinance. 


Henry Apida, head of the building de- 


partment, said some merchants have 
complained about being required to re- 
move their signs, but most of the mer- 
chants have cooperated. 


The sign ordinance was adopted by the 


village board in 1968 and merchants were 
given two years, later extended to 5 
years, to bring their signs into con- 
formance. 


KENNETH P. KRIKSEN. executive 


director of the Palatine Chamber of 
Commerce, said he received about 12 
complaints about the letters. It is ex- 
plained, he said, that both the village 
and merchants want to eliminate "offen- 
sive type" signs. 


These kinds of signs, he said, detract 


from the community as a whole and de- 
ter business. Once this is explained, 
Eriksen said, the merchant usually un- 
derstands and conforms to village regu- 
lations. 


Had the village board allowed the How- 


ard Johnson motor inn, now under con- 
' strtiction to erect a 283 square foot sign 
on the highway. Eriksen said, the village 
would have had problems. 


Other merchants would have wanted 


the same size signs, he said. The ordi- 
nance allows a maximum of 100 square 
foot signs. 


If the merchants do not conform to the 


sign ordinance, it provides for penalties 
of from $23 to $500 for each violation for 
each day the violation continues. 


tr ONE DRIVES past the intersection 


of the highway and Palatine Road, the 
beginnings of the sign clean-up can be 
seen. 


Service stations, which once had gas 


prices smeared on little signs surround- 
ing their drive-ways, have removed 
them. A drive-in restaurant which had 
signs sprouting all over, has removed 
some of them. A replica of a milk bottle 
on top of a milk dispensing machine has 
been removed. 


The ordinance was written after the 


building department inspected over 600 
signs in the village, and the village board 
and Chamber of Commerce representa- 
tives discussed what exactly they wanted 
the ordinance to do. 


IN THE LETTERS local merchants re- 


ceived, their conforming signs along with 
illegal conforming signs are listed. The 
latter are signs which meet the require- 
ments of the ordinance, but do not have 
a permit. Such signs must be removed or 
application for permits must be filed 
within 30 days. 


The sign ordinance prohibits illumi- 


nated signs which give off rotating 
beams or concentrations of light.

Arriving in Chicago, NSPC members 


walked down Madison Street to the Civic 
Center and the Moratorium rally. At 
11:35 a.m. they stood quietly holding 
their blue and white banners and waiting 
for it to begin. The plaza was crowded 
but there was room to move and you 
could see across Washington Street. 


Twenty-five minutes later you couldn't 


move and your vision was blocked by 
masses of long hair and brightly colored 
signs. 


Blue-helmeted policemen ringed the 


Civic Center as the lunch-time crowd 
swelled the numbers. Swarms of |>eople 
had left their 9 to 5 enclosures for the 
spring air, a quick hamburger zmd a 
peace rally. 


The crowd was large but passive. 


Youthful but silent. There was no elec- 
tricity, no verve, no feeling of oneness. 
Just onlookers rather than participants. 


The first speaker said all the things 


that peace speakers are supposed to say 
at peace rallies. 


"We want to get out of this God damn 


war now. We're here to educate the pub- 
lic who have been misled by our govern- 
ment." 


Illinois Legislator Robert Mann, who 


recently introduced a bill that would pre- 
vent Illinois men from fighting in an un- 
declared war on foreign soil, received 
only mild applause. 


Sen. Charles Goodell, R-New York, got 


the first noticeable reaction from the au- 
dience and the NSPC members when he 
said, "The South Vietnamese people are 
the silenced majority." 


"Do we go on destroying Vietnam or 


do we start rebuilding America." 


He received a thunderous ovation when 


he said, "It's time we told South Viet- 
nam 
. . shape up or we're shipping 


out." 


But it took a comedian to really ignite 


the crowd. "The difference between me 
and a politician is that I admit that I'm a 
comedian," roared humorous Alan She>-- 
man. 


"I can't remember a politician getting 


killed in a war," Sherman said. 


Sporting a beard and long hair, he re- 


acted to the cries "Right on" by asking 
"What if they gave a war and everybody 
left?" 


"What if they put up a sign that said, 


"War canceled because of human sani- 
ty?' " 


He "killed" the crowd when he asked. 


"If Walter Cronkite interrupted tele- 
vision programs 15 times a day every- 
time one of our boys was killed in South 
Vietnam, how much longer do you think 
the war would last?" 


Some of the NSPC students protesting 


for students' rights, left the rally to 
march on the Board of Education. After 
Sherman spoke, the crowd appeared life- 
less as if the electric circuit had been 
turned off. 


Dick Mateja sadly said. "It seems that 


we're lelling the same people the same 
story."

PAST SCHOOL BOARD presidents of 


Dist. 211 have not always measured up to 
the important standards of the position. 


The time seems appropriate to make 


some changes which will create efficient, 
productive and more public actions of 
the board of education. 


Several practices have gone unchanged 


in the past. A citizen attending a school 
board meeting still goes unrecognized, if 
he has not requested a place on the 
agenda. Most often, he's not allow-sd to 
speak or question matters discussed by 
the board during a meeting. 


Most public bodies devote 10 to 20 min- 


utes of their public meetings to com- 
ments from residents. The school board 
president could lead the way to estab- 
lishing a time for parents, students and 
voters to express their opinions. 


Along with obligations to the public is 


the creation of a citizens' committee to 
assist the board in the continuing deci- 
sions which affect every resident of Dist. 
211. 


IF THE BOARD members are unwill- 


ing to establish a citizens committee, the 
school board president, again, should be 
in a position to convince them. 


One of a school board president's most 


important characteristics is public ac- 
cessibility. He is the one most often cho- 
sen to speak for the district. If he's un- 
available, the public is likely to remain 
uninformed. 


The president must be responsive to 


parents, teachers, students, residents 
and the press. 


All Dist. 211 board members will make 


an important decision tonight. We hope 
it's a good one. 


It took almost three hours and pro- 


longed debate from the floor, but electors 
at Palatine Township's annual meeting 
Tuesday night approved a new five-cent 
tax levy and 1970-71 budget. 


The levy is estimated to yield about 


$120,000 for the approved budget of 
$112,670. 


Most questions during the long debate 


revolved around administrative costs and 
youth committee expenditures. Action on 
the motion to approve the budget was 
repeatedly delayed until just a few min- 
utes before 11 p.m. 


During the questioning period, most 


township officials took the podium to 
give emotional speeches of the merits of 
township government. 


"IF TOWNSHIP government does not 


continue . . . you're going to leave 25,000 
residents disenfranchised," Richard Ba- 
yer, township auditor said. 


Talking about the township youth com- 


mittee programs, Paul Jung, chairman 
of the group, said "In a very reel sense, 
the life of a young person may rest in 
your hands. We ask your support." 


When a final tally was taken, the 1970- 


71 budget gained approval by a 2-to-l 
margin. 


Only a few minutes later, electors ap- 


proved the five-cent tax levy. 


On the printed agenda, consideration of 


transfer 
of funds 
to mental 
health 


agencies, School Dist. 15 and the Leisure 
Club were deleted when voters were told 
there are no surplus funds. 


THE TAX LEVY is the only means of 


raising money for the township since a 
recent state Supreme Court ruling mak- 
ing the township fee system uncon- 
stitutional. 


An elector wanted to know what would 


happen if the court ruling was reversed. 


"You (the electors) will have the right 


to call a special town meeting and repeal 
the tax levy ordinance " 


Taxes from the new levy won't be col- 


lected until 1971. Tax anticipation war- 
rants will be the township's only method 
of financing until then. 


Township Supervisor Howard I. Olsen 


explained, "We'll really have to tighten 
our belts because tax anticipation war- 
rants can only be issued up to 75 per cent 
of the levy." 


"IT ACTUALLY MEANS we'll only 


have three-fourths of the budget we're 
asking you to approve," he added. 


At the end of the meeting, a resolution 


calling for a referendum to provide men- 
tal health facilities was approved by re- 
maining voters of the audience. 


Expected to be held in the fall, the ref- 


erendum will ask for a tax of 10 cents 
per S100 assessed valuation for mental 
health facilities and services. 


The same resolution calling for a refer- 


endum was approved by voters in the 
townships of Schaumburg, Wheeling and 
Elk Grove.

stitution is submitted to the voters of the 
state later this ypar by the Constitutional 
Convention 
(Con-Con), it's likely to 


have a very distinct John G. Woods fla- 
vor to it 


Woods, the former mayor of Arlington 


Heights who is representing Northwest 
Cook County's Third District at the con- 
vention, has either sponsored or co-spon- 
sored 137 of the proposals submitted to 
the convention by delegate;! 


That's more than any other delegate 


and it puts Woods in the position of hav- 
ing the most to be happy about, if pro- 
posals he favors are Included, or the 
most to be disappointed if thev are de- 
feated. 


THERE ARE 582 proposals which have 


been submitted to the comention by dele- 
gates. Woods' signature on 137 of them 
means he supports just under 24 per cent 
of the proposals submitted.

The Rolling Meadows City Council 


passed a resolution Tuesday night con- 
demning the Harper College board for 
failing to provide any polling places in 
Rolling Meadows in the Saturday college 
election. 


Mayor Roland Meyer said the closest 


polling place for city residents was the 
Paddock School in Palatine, a distance 
of three miles. 


Since there were already polling places 


in the city to handle elections in High 
School Dist. 214 and the Palatine-Rolling 
Meadows Elementary Dist. 15. Meyer 
said the same judges could have been 
sworn in for the college election. 


THE COLLEGE BOARD had planned 


to have a total of 45 polling places in the 
area. Meyer said, but the legal descrip- 
tions of only 43 were published. The two 
that were not published were those 
planned for Rolling Meadows. 


Meyer Mid the city could not take le- 


gal action against the district because 
the city itself does not vote. Individual 
residents, however, could file a suit 
claiming 
they were 
disenfranchised, 


which will violate their civil rights, he 
said. 


Meyer said he did not think the college 


district deliberately left Rolling Meadows

A STUDY OF THE legal notice, pub- 


lished in Paddock Publications March 27, 
reveals no precincts were set for Rolling 
Meadows. The legal description did spec- 
ify that all voters in Precinct 35 would 
vote at Paddock School. 


In other words the voting procedure 


Saturday does follow the precinct map 
and the legal election notice (published 
in Paddock Publications). And, accord- 
ing to college attorney Frank Hines, 
there is no law on the books requiring 
each community in a junior college dis- 
trict to have one or more voting pre- 
cincts. 


The precinct map was unanimously ap- 


proved at the Thursday, March 26 eve- 
ning meeting of the Harper board. The 
following day the legal notice appeared 
in Paddock Publications. If the mistake 
had been caught, it would have taken a 
published correction to expand the num- 
ber of precincts from 43 to 45. 


So the election was held but the furor 


has yet to subside. Mrs. Rena Trevor of 
Rolling Meadows is seeking means of fi- 
nancing legal action against the college 
for the loss of the two precincts, but she 
has yet to file a suit. 


2nd Hunger Hike May 3

Civic Center Hit By 'Peace Rally'

No one on the train to Chicago seemed 


to notice. 


Not one dirty look from a daily com- 


muter or a hairy businessman; not one 
raised eyebrow or sneer from an over- 
dressed shopper. 


No one seemed to care about the 30 


members of the Northwest Suburban 
Peace Coalition (NSPC) or their banners 
or their signs. 


Dick Mateja, head of the NSPC. three 


or four housewives and two dozen high 
school students sat on the train as the 
suburbs whizzed by. Mateja, pointing to 
the sticks supporting his peace signs, 
"Yardsticks for picket signs, courtesy of 
Montgomery Ward." 


Arriving in Chicago, NSPC members 


walked down Madison Street to the Civic 
Center and the Moratorium rally. At 
11:35 a.m. they stood quietly holding 
their blue and white banners and waiting 
for it to begin. The plaza was crowded 
but there was room to move and you 
could see across Washington Street. 


Twenty-five minutes later you couldn't 


move and your vision was blocked by 
masses of long hair and brightly colored 
signs. 


Blue-helmeted policemen ringed the 


Civic Center as the lunch-time crowd 
swelled the numbers. Swarms of people 
had left their 9 to 5 enclosures for the 
spring air, a quick hamburger and a 
peace rally. 


The crowd was large but passive. 


Youthful but silent. There was no elec- 
tricity, no verve, no feeling of oneness. 
Just onlookers rather than participants. 


The first speaker said all the things 


that peace speakers are supposed to say 
at peace rallies. 


"We want to get out of this God damn 


war now. We're here to educate the pub- 
lic who have been misled by our govern- 
ment." 


Illinois Legislator Robert Mann, who 


recently introduced a bill that would pre- 
vent Illinois men from fighting in an un- 
declared war on foreign soil, received 
only mild applause. 


Sen. Charles Goodell, R-New York, got 


the first noticeable reaction from the au- 
dience and the NSPC members when he 
said, "The South Vietnamese people are 
the silenced majority." 


"Do we go on destroying Vietnam or 


do we start rebuilding America." 


He received a thunderous ovation when 


he said, "It's time we told South Viet- 
nam . . . shape up or we're shipping 
oui." 


But it took a comedian to really ignite 


the crowd. "The difference between me 
and a politician is that I admit that I'm a 
comedian," roared humorous Alan Sher- 
man. 


"I can't remember a politician getting 


killed in a war," Sherman said. 


Sporting a beard and long hair, he re- 


acted to the cries ''Right on" by asking 
"What if they gave a war and everybody 
left?" 


"What if they put up a sign that said, 


"War canceled because of human sani- 
ty?' " 


He "killed" the crowd when he asked, 


"If Walter Cronkite interrupted tele- 
vision programs 15 times a day every- 
time one of our boys was killed in South 
Vietnam, how much longer do you think 
the war would last?" 


Some of the NSPC students protesting 


for students' rights, left the rally to 
march on the Board of Education. After 
Sherman spoke, the crowd appeared life- 
less as if the electric circuit had been 
turned off. 


Dick Mateja sadly said, "It seems that 


we're telling the same people the same 
story."

The time seems appropriate to make 


some changes which will create efficient, 
productive and more public actions of 
the board of education. 


Several practices have gone unchanged 


in the past. A citizen attending a school 
board meeting still goes unrecognized, if 
he has not requested a place on the 
agenda. Most often, he's not allowed to 
speak or question matters discussed by 
the board during a meeting. 


Most public bodies devote 10 to 20 min- 


utes of their public meetings to com- 
ments from residents. The school board 
president could lead the way to estab- 
lishing a time for parents, students and 
voters to express their opinions. 


Along with obligations to the public is 


the creation of a citizens' committee to 
assist the board in the continuing deci- 
sions which affect every resident of Dist. 
211. 


IF THE BOARD members are unwill- 


ing to establish a citizens committee, the 
school board president, again, should be 
in a position to convince them. 


One of a school board president's most 


important characteristics is public ac- 
cessibility. He is the one most often cho- 
sen to speak for the district. If he's un- 
available, the public is likely to remain 
uninformed. 


The president must be responsive to 


parents, teachers, students, residents 
and the press.

It took almost three hours and pro- 


longed debate from the floor, but electors 
at Palatine Township's annual meeting 
Tuesday night approved a new five-cent 
tax levy and 1970-71 budget.

of the group, said "In a very real sense, 
the life of a young person may rest in 
your hands. We ask your support." 


When a final tally was taken, the 1970- 


71 budget gained approval by a 2-to-l 
margin. 


Only a few minutes later, electors ap- 


proved the five-cent tax levy. 


On the printed agenda, consideration of 


transfer 
of funds 
to mental health 


agencies, School Dist. 15 and the Leisure 
Club were deleted when voters were told 
there are no surplus funds. 


THE TAX LEVY is the only means of 


raising money for the township since a 
recent state Supreme Court ruling mak- 
ing the township fee system uncon- 
stitutional. 


An elector wanted to know what would 


happen if the court ruling was reversed. 


"You (the electors) will have toe right 


to call a special town meeting and repeal 
the tax levy ordinance " 


Taxes from the new levy won't be col- 


lected until 1971. Tax anticipation war- 
rants will be the township's only method 
of financing until then. 


Township Supervisor Howard I. Olsen 


explained, "We'll really have to tighten 
our belts because tax anticipation war- 
rants can only be issued up to 75 per cent 
of the levy." 


"IT ACTUALLY MEANS we'll only 


have three-fourths of the budget we're 
asking you to approve," he added. 


At the end of the meeting, a resolution 


calling for a referendum to provide men- 
tal health facilities was approved by re- 
maining voters of the audience. 


Expected to be held in the fall, the ref- 


erendum will ask for a tax of 10 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation for mental 
health facilities and services. 


The same resolution calling for a refer- 


endum was approved by voters in the 
townships of Schaumburg. Wheeling and 
Elk Grove.

"fight cancer with a checkup and a 
check," is emphasized in the pamphlet. 
The American Cancer Society reports 
that 1.5 million Americans are alive and 
cured of cancer. 


CANCER CRUSADE volunteers seek to 


increase this number by educating the 
public on safeguards and by raising 
more funds for crucial research into can- 
cer's cases and possible cures. 


The leaflet advises that cutting out 


cigarette smoking prevents lung cancer, 
and avoiding excess sun prevents skin 
cancer as two worthwhile safeguards. 
The safeguards also include cancer tests 
as part of a regular health checkup.

Detour Is Set
